Chicago, Nov. 12.—[Special.]—The 
Tritaume to-morrow will prinit a three- 
oolumm article in which it will say: 

Details are being worked out rap¬ 
idly for the formation of a gigantic 
railroad trust btside which all the oth¬ 
er great trusts heretofore organized in 
this country will dtwtmile into insignifi¬ 
cance. 

A dozen Eastern financiers, headed 
by the Standard Oil interests, with 
their unlimited wraith, expect to con¬ 
trol the entire railroad system of the 
counitry and prevent competition 
among the various roads. 

The plan is to divide the railroads 
of the country into a few groups or 
systems, each one of which is to ow*n 
a substantial interest In Che sfc^clts and 
securities of every other big group or 
system and all to have representation 
on each others’ board of directors. 

The dozen financiers, all represented 
on the boards of the various road a, will 
control, from present appearances, over 
160,000 miles of ra. lroods, including ev¬ 
ery important trunk line in the coun¬ 
try. representing a capitalization of 
about $8,000,000,000 in stock and bonus. 

They will see to it that the roads are 
managed as economically as possible 
and the rates kept up to as high a fig¬ 
ure as the traffic will bear, in order to 
secure all the revenue necessary to pay 
good dividends on the enormous cap¬ 
italization. 

The regrouping of systems, which has 
been going on for some time, has not 
yet been completed, but from present 
Indications the Western roads will be 
divided Into about six systems, the 
Eastern into three or four, with South 
ern and New* England lines forming a 
separate system each.

OFFICERS DETERMINED TO CAP¬ 
TURE EDWARD JACKSON. 

SPECIAL POLICE ENLISTED. 


Warrants Issued For Friends of the 
Murderers For Assisting Them 
To Escape, 


Huntington. W. Va.. Nov. 12.—Chief 
of Police Nash, of Thurmond, enlisted 
fifteen special policemen here to-night 
and has started out In pursuit of Ed¬ 
ward Jackson, who shot and killed 
Sheriff Daniels at Montgomery on 
Wednesday. Jackson is hea<led this 
way, accompanied by a number of his 
friends, and orders were given the spe¬ 
cials to shoot to kill If resistance was 
offered. Chief Nash will continue his 
march all night toward Montgomery, 
and expects to capture Jackson to¬ 
morrow. 

Twenty warrants have been Issued 
for the arrest of friends of the Jack- 
sons who beat off the posse which at¬ 
tempted to arrest Jackson when he 
came Into the city to-day to attend the 
funeral of his bmther. It Is feared se¬ 
rious trouble will follow* the attempt to 
serve the warrants. 

The excitement which prevailed when 
Jackson appeared in Montgomery had 
scarcely subsided, when it was report¬ 
ed that Morris Adkins was shot and 
Tom O’Neal brutally beaten and robbed 
by Sam Core, who is believed to be a 
member of the Jackson crowd. The af¬ 
fair took place on Laurel creek, and 
Core was not apprehended until he 
fought a pistol duel with Deputy Sheriff 
A. C. Hill, who attempted to arrest him. 
A mob of miners formed to lynch Core, 
but he was spirited away before the 
mob could take him.

Knoxville, Tenn., N#v. 13.— A fire, ac¬ 
companied by a terrlflc dynamite or 
powder explosion, occurred on the ill- 
fated east side of Gay street early this 
morning. The total loss is placed at

The Are originated from an unknow*n 
cause In the Woodruff Hardware Com¬ 
pany's seven-story building, w*hlch was 
reduced to ashes, causing a loss esti¬ 
mated at $175,000. The recently com¬ 
pleted five-story marble-front build¬ 
ing occupied by the Cable Plano Com¬ 
pany was wrecked by the explosion, 
and the six-story* Arnold. Ilenegar Sc, 
Doyle wholesale shoe house was dam¬ 
aged by both lire and water. These 
latter buildings were north and south 
of the Woodruff block, re* pec lively. As 
a result of the explosion almost all 
window rlass and many showcases im 
nearly every store within a radius of 
two blocks of the fire were shattered. 
The streets were completely showered 
with fragments of glass. 

The blaze was* confined to the Wood¬ 
ruff block, the firemen doing admlra/blo 
work. This firm was burned out en¬ 
tirely in 1897, when almost every build¬ 
ing in this same block was burned, 
entailing a loss of more than a million 
dollais. Subsequent serious fires wJth- 
ln t'hile block were in 1899, 1902 and Feb¬ 
ruary of this year. 

The dynamite which was exploded 
waa in a steel dhest on the sidewalk 
in front of the Woodruff buiJdlng. On<* 
shiest of expkxdvee* had been removed 
by the firemen, and 'the second chest 
exploded before It was possible to get 
it away from danger. The fine was 
under good headway when discovered, 
the entire interior of tihe building being 
practically gutted. Thus tihe dyna¬ 
mite was hot when the firemen reached 
the scene. _

The quantity of fond which provides 
enough fora family of two, or two and 
the maid, Is a problem that ever vexes 
the sutil of the bride iw*\v to mar¬ 
keting Joys, pays the Washington Star.

She has heard of dining well on small 
means, but that 1* one of the arts not 
Included in her edit-cation. If she con¬ 
sults those scriptures of the culinary 
art km»wn os cook books, she finds that 
few of them even hint at the number 
of hungry persons nny given receipt 
will feed. 

One persevering young bride found 
at last a cooking school teacher will¬ 
ing to form a clas? for young wives 
seeking just such knowledge. She 
learned to begin with the possibilities 
of a little roast of beef. She first had 
a talk with her butcher about the un¬ 
known quantities. The order for three 
pounds of any kind of meet was to 
mean three pounds, a few/ ounces over 
or under not to couat. More than half 
a pound over the quantity ordered was 
Aever to be sent. The result wa* a no¬ 
ticeable shrinkage in the meat bill at 
once. 

Then she ordered a prime cut of por¬ 
terhouse. for n roast, quantity, three 
pounds. The bones tuken out were sent 
home for the stock pot. The long end 
of the roast was out off and corned for 
two or three days. 

When carefully trimmed and skew¬ 
ered the better piece of meat was put In 
a very hot frying pan and was brow ned 
quickly on every side, so that the Juices 
would not escape. The meat was then 
Put on the rack In the roasting pan 
and cooked a quarter of an hour In a 
hot oven, without the cover. A cupful 
of boiling water, containing a lump of 
butter the size of a walnut, was then 
turned over It. The pan was covered 
and the meat roasted half an hour 
longer. If lacking In fat a piece oT 
suet was laid on the top. The beef 
should now be cooked rare. If liked 
well done It may be roasted fifteen min¬ 
utes longer.

Deviled meat In the chafing dish was 
much liked by the master of the house. 
The cooking school formula was an 
ounce of butter, a teaspoonful each of 
vinegar and Worcestershire sauce, one- 
fourth teaspoonful of made mustard 
and u pinch of cayenne. These were 
well blended, cuts were made in the 
meat and the sauce rubbed Into them. 
A little butter was heated in the chaf¬ 
ing dish and the meat laid In It until 
very hot. Turn while cooking Rare 
meat, either beef, or lamb. Is best for 
this. 

An occasional curry varied the m< a mi. 
The young housewife soon dLcoveved 
that nothing is more ratal to appetite 
than the expected. Two ounces of but¬ 
ter w*ere heated with one smfitll grated 
onion. To this, was added an ounce of 
flour mixed with a little cold wat-r. half 
a teaspoonful of curry pcwler. th>- 
juice of a lemon and one-fourth pint of 
water. When the samn? was smooth and 
thick the meat cut in thin -slices was 
simmered In the sauce five minutes.

Cold Duck Left Over. 

The rechauffe they liked b$s: was one 
that was also used for cold dm k or 
xihloken. Two ounces of butter were 
added to n large tablespuonful of cur¬ 
rant or grape jelly. These w-ere melted 
In a saucepan and a saUspoonful of dTy 
mustard was added. The salt and pep¬ 
per w*ere simmered In the sauce four or 
five minute*. Once In a great while 
two tablespoonfuls of good, sherry were 
added to the sauce. 

A second cut of beef thut the novice 
learned to use for a roast consisted of a 
prime out of sirloin steak weighing 
about two pounds and a half- For the 
family of two enough was cut. off fix»m 
the steak to broil twice. A little of 
the outside fat was trimmed from the 
remnant. It was sprinkled with milt and 
pepper and flour, rolled and skewered. 
It was then treated like the porter¬ 
house roast and cooked for twenty min¬ 
ute*. Take out the skewers after dish¬ 
ing ami pour over It a brown gravy 
made from the sediment. 

When mushrooms are in season a half 
or a quarter of a ppund of these relishes 
are sometimes added to the brown 
sauce, for either this rodst or the beef¬ 
steak, and the commonplace becomes 
rare. In winter a few* small cans of 
mush room 8 kept among the supplies 
enables the cook to work a miracle 
when the unexpected guest arrives. 

When reedy to use the corned beef, 
which the butcher pills In brine with¬ 
out extra charge, she merely covered It 
with cold water, brought It. to a boll 
and simmered until tender. It was then 
cooled quickly In the liquor In which 
It was boiled and eaten cold for a 
luncheon dish, or made Into a brown 
hash.

'Which hid 
loomed up befor* them through weary 
miles of tramping, a great panorama 
of mountains stretched before tihem. 
Tliere was no Mme fo-r scenery, and the 
party pret^d along a narrwv path for 
abou r a quarter of a mUie. from which 
no ilixzy-headed pertdn would care to 
look down. 

Then the trough had to be negotiatevl. 
It is a precipitous slope of rocks 
Jammed together in a gulch. This rl es 
for about 700 feet, every inch stiff 
climbing. 

The danger fit this point waa that 
some diuvbers. might dislodge rocks 
wlhicth Would come bounding down on 
the heads of those In the r*ar. For 
this reason the orders of the lender 
were urgent that the party should r.ol 
get separated. The trail th*Ls point 
led up the sharply sloping eaves o>f 
the mount tin ivx>f, from whlnh the 
ollnvber mi^rht drop a dizzy distance 
to the depths b-low. Ohmging to ihe 
rooks arv.1 hanging on by nar.ds or feet, 
the party pushed up to u ledge, from 
which they looked over rui a»by:-\s sev¬ 
eral tho-Ufiamd ftet sheer down.

Stand Over Great Abyss. 

So narrow la the path at tills point 
that their *ioes ailmoft hung over Into 
the afeyrs as they looked down at the 
great tlrop. The ledge is three to six 
feet wide, bui the raoky wtall above 
learn* over and reems to want to push 
the daring eklmbtr over the chaimn. 

To make matter* worse a wind was 
blowing, so th.it *»very step hws to be 
made carefully. Each of the party had 
to pass one bud place where th? path 
curved. The wfnd whistled vlcibusly 
u« each young woman grojied her way 
round the turn, felt the wind sweep 
strongly against her. and then slide 
forward into comparative safety. 

At the edge of this ledge Is a pile of 
rugged bowlders, succeeded by th** slide. 
This is a plain surface rock stretching 
to the summit of the mountain. .Some 
climbers take this In the way sinners 
are expected to ascend the stairs of 
St. Peter. Others go forward on their 
toes and finger tip? Few accomplish 
the slide on their feet alone.

Summit Covers Four Acres. 

The summit of Long’s peak, as visi¬ 
ble from Denver. Is fiat-topped. In re¬ 
ality it covers about four acres and 
commands a splendid view of the sur¬ 
rounding country. 

But a stdrm was rolling toward the 
peak. After a few minutes the de¬ 
scent was begun. The party hurried 
down to get past the slide and the ledge 
before the storm reached those places. 
When they reached the ledge a cloud 
of fog already filled the valley below. 
It was blowing hard by the time rhey 
reached the keyhole. Sleet was falling 
fast and the icy pellets stung their 
faces like shot. 

A five minutes’ rest was taken under 
the sheltering rock to regain wind and 
breath. But the wind blasts came pelt¬ 
ing through and made the party de lde 
to brave the storm rather than remain. 
At the bowlder field the w ind was blow ¬ 
ing so hard that one of the young wom¬ 
en had her pocket blown from her 
dress. 

WhUefoead was wearing a thin sweat¬ 
er, which gave but little protection. So 
he hurried ahead of the others and had 
a great fliv roaring for them when 
they dropped in one by one. weary 
and cold, but happy with the joy of 
achievement. They had scaled a moun¬ 
tain 14,271 feet high, after being told 
by a descending party that It could 
not be done.

”In Justice to Gov. Thorne it is fair to 
say that he did not come to Pewee Val¬ 
ley to make a speech. He was deeply 
interested ln Confederate H>»me and 
came with hundreds of his neighbors 
to see the buildings the State has so 
generously provided for ihe use of the 
Confederate veterans. No one knew' 
until 11:2U tha«t Gov. Beckham would 
not be able to keep nis appointment 
and no request wus made of any one to 
represent him. Tne speaking was from 
the porch and Lit-ut. Gov. Thorne came 
to the stand with Stmator DeHaven 
aud other of his friends. He was Im¬ 
mediately In my rear during the speak¬ 
ing. Quite a number of persons spoke 
to me and objected , to Gov. Thorne’s 
speaking, but Olliers' th the erbwd called 
for him. When l ha>d concluded Gov. 
Thorne was Just at my elbow und came 
forward and spoke. He did not push 
through the crowd. Nor w as he hissed, 
so far as I heard. Some people did 
leave when he began, bu<t otherwise 
there was no public disapproval of bis 
presence auid course.

Thome d<id not force 
Mm**If upon ir.o or tffie crowd. Being 
ou the platform be had the right to feel 
that In the absence of the Governor he 
fv*s justified in represeniln^g th^ State. 
He was not requeiL 3 \1 to do this, but 
it was not unnatural on hi» part to be¬ 
lieve that he had the right to do this 
ami no protest wa? mm le by any one 
except those who declined to remain 
and lteair him. 

"I am much ddetiresised at tlu* shape 
tills affair hits taken. My own relations 
with Gov. Thome nme ki.idly and pleas¬ 
ant, ami 1 wujb not and could not btf 
unkind or discourteous to the Lieuten¬ 
ant Governor.”

The remarkable victory of John A. 
Johnson, Democratic candidate for Gov¬ 
ernor of Minnesota, In an election in 
which every other candidate on hts 
ticket was buried out of eight by the 
Republicans, has attracted attention all 
over the country, and Minnesota Re¬ 
publicans have been deluged with in¬ 
quiries as to how it happened and what 
it means, says a St. Paul telegram to 
the St. Douls Republic. 

Various tHlngs contributed to Mr. 
Johnson’s success in a State solidly Re¬ 
publican, but one of the most important 
was the reaction In his favor follow¬ 
ing an attempt to dilflcredlt him be¬ 
cause his father hud been In a poor- 
house and his mother had taken In 
washing. 

This story was scattered broadcast 
over the State in a circular ten days 
before election and was promptly taken 
up and inventIgated by the pre«s. It 
was found that Mr. Johnson’s father 
had. indeed, been In a poorhouse, but 
he had been put there by friends of 
the family for the latter’s sake. Mr. 
Johnson's mother was obliged to take 
In washing to keep her family from 
starving, and her son. then ten years 
old, had left school to go to work to 
help support his mother. 

The elder Johnson was a Swedish 
Immigrant, and the family was in ab- 
jevt poverty, while tne father proved 
won bless and did nothing to support 
his wife and children. When fourteen j 
years old young Johnson was the sole 
support of his mother, who had grown 
feeble So well did ho do his work that 
by the time he was twenty he had 
reached a position of trust in his home 
town. St. peter, and was enjoying a 
fair Income. 

When these facts became known in 
Minnesota the reaction in favor of the 
man who had so bravely discharged his 
duty as a poor boy and had fairly won 
hU way to a high standing among his 
fellow ' townsmen spread through the 
whole State, and the fate of his Re¬ 
publican opponent wa» settled. The 
pi-opie wanted to vote for a man of that 
caliber for their Governor, and they did 
so on Tuesday. The vote shows that 
more than 20 per cent, of the Repub¬ 
licans of the State who voted for Roose¬ 
velt for President scratched their State 
ticket In favor of Johnson. 

Before his nomination for Governor 
Mr. Johnson had served one term in 
the State Senate, but that was the ex¬ 
tent of hts experience as an office¬ 
holder.

Congressman Sherley Polls fiig^esl Vole, While R. W. Bingham 
TaKcs Biggest Majority Over Bis Opponent. 


The official vote of Jefferson county 
haa been recorded and totaled and the 
Blent Ion Commissioners will hold their 
last meeting to-morrow as a returning 
hoard to certify the county’s vote to 
the State returning board and issue 
certificates -to the successful candidates. 
The work of the tabulators was com¬ 
pleted yesterday afternoon. A brief 
meeting was held by the Ele<*tion com¬ 
missioners. at which the School Tru*»- 
te*s. all of whose races were decided 
Friday, were Issued their certificate*. 
An examination of the spoiled' billet* 
was also made in accordance with the 
statute, though no conclusion waa 
reached. 

Tht official count gives Congressman 
Bherley the largest vote on the ticket, 
though not the largv-r majority over 
hls opponent. His vote 1* recorded as 
23.712. while that of his opponent. W. 
C. Owen*, is 22.124. giving Mr. Sherley 
a majority of 1.5S8. Robert W. Bing¬ 
ham. the Demoi?ratlc candidate for 
Couirty Attorney, polled the largest ma¬ 
jority of any of the candidates. Hls 
total vote aggregates 23,4*8, while hls 


opponent, baton Allen, polled* 21.733. 
making Mr. Bingham** majority 1.735. 

There were cast for Judge O’Doherty 
23,563, while hls opponent. George Wels- 
eiriger Smith, received 22,262. giving the 
Democrat n majority of 1.301 Judge 
Parker, running behind the local mem¬ 
bers of the ticket, received 22,781, while 
President Roosevelt was given a vote 
of 21.664. By this Judge Porker’s nu- 
Jority, counting the vote for the first 
elector, comes to 1.117. 

The vote for the thirteen elector* on 
the ticket for both nominees for Pres¬ 
ident varied considerably. Jf th4s vote is 
averaged. It f*hows Judge Parker's ma¬ 
jority to be 886. The vote for the first 
elector Is taken as the stand ml for 
Judging elccttiou results in presklen-tU) 
race*. 

The bond Issue polled a vote of 17,904, 
giving a decisive majority of 2.526 over 
the Adverse vote of 14.478, but It lost Its 
passage for lack of the requisite two- 
thirds vote. 

Magistrate Ed Meglemry defeated Ills 
opponent. Capt. II. N. GUford, by a 
nmority of 257. 

1 The vote of W. J. Bryan In the pres¬ 


idential race of 1900 totaled 20,883. while 
the vote nf President McKinley, who 
carried the city, was 24.579. 

The vote of Gov. Beckham for that, 
year was 20.701, and that of hls op¬ 
ponent, John \V. Yerkes. was 25.893. 

Judge James f\ Gregory, who made 
the race for Congress that year, ran 
ahead of hls ticket and polled 21,374. 
Hls opponent, Capt. H. D. Irwin, re¬ 
ceived 25.086.. 

The Prohibition party polled three 
times ns many votes this year as It 
did In 1900, the figures standing 669 and 
280. 

The Populist party also increased Its 
vote from 171 to 197. the Socialist party 
frdm 131 to 422. the Socialist Labor from 
178 to 226. 

Ill most instances the Courier-Jonr- 
nal's returns on election night are now 
shown t«» have tallied closely with the 
official vote. 

Congressman Sherley k vote was giv¬ 
en ns 23.548 and Major Owen*’ ns 22.175.

Mismanagement Charged. 


I see some of your Northern corre¬ 
spondent* question the South's capac¬ 
ity to meet the world’s demand for 
cotton, writes a Talladega, Ala-, farm¬ 
er to the New York Sun. Out of an 
experience of upward of thirty year*, 
going from ploughing In the field* to 
owning more than 2,000 acre* of South¬ 
ern farm lands, I know' this doubt to 
be absurd. 

Any young white man who owns $2.- 
500 In cash and who ha* ordinary ca¬ 
pacity. Industry and economy, can by 
ten year*’ labor become fairly well to 
do on a Southern farm, properly se¬ 
lected. The reason why the South has 
not produced more cotton in the last 
few years wa® partly due to bad sea¬ 
sons. but more largely due to the fact 
that cotton was so cheap that white 
men could make more money out of 
other product* than cotton and the 
cotton growing was left to negro labor. 

If the cotton manufacturer ha* sense 
enough to keep the price of cotton 
around 10 cent* a pound he will get 
ail he want*. If it amounts to 20,000.000 
bale* per annum. 

The reason is. white men can afford 
to make It and will do so. The negro 
Is patient, kindly hearted, humorous, 
peaceably Inclined, imaginative, and 
when guided by a strong will and a 
kindly heart, makes an excellent ser¬ 
vant and a most loyal friend; but he Is 
incompetent, at thl* time, to be an In¬ 
dependent farmer. * 

To farm successfully In the South 
you must run nt least three ploughs; 
turn yOur land with a three-horse disk; 
cut your lands with three-horse disk 
harrows, use *e!f-binding reapers, mow¬ 
ers nnd all sorts of Improved tool*. This 
the negro cannot do. unless he be under 
the eye and supervision of u w-hite man. 
Any ordinary white man from among 
the mountain whites of the South can 
do this, and is doing It. 

Just a* the mountain white man of 
the South l* now spinning up two mil¬ 
lion bale* of cotton per annum—and 
making the South rich by it—ao can 
he, or any other ordinary white man. 
grow rich farming In the South. 

Iff I wbh a young man worth $2,500 
and wanted to farm I would moat as¬ 
suredly locate somewhere in the South. 
By drinking cistern water and screen¬ 
ing the house from flies and mosquitoes 
there Is no need eyer to be sick- You 


can live practically the whole year In 
the open air and be at work. You will 
be surrounded by a people whose re¬ 
ligion is to be hospitable. The negro 
will never give you trouble till you put 
yourself on an equality with him. 

With my $2,500 I would buy 120 acres 
of land. 100 acre* cultivated and 20 
woodland. Thi* would cost, say, $1,500. 
Then I would put $750 In stock and 
tools, leaving $250 for operating ex- 
ptnft#. 

I would plant fifty acres In cotton, 
fifteen in corn, fifteen In rye. ten In 
wheat and ten In oats. The wheat and 
rye land I would each s'var sow* In pels 
after cutting the wheat and rye. while 
I would keep the same plot In oats and 
guinea grass. You on the same 

land make a crop of oats and three 
crops of guinea grass. The corn land 
ought always to be planted In peas 
when the corn is pla n t ad The corn, 
w'heat and rye land* shoild be followed 
by cotton. The cotton lafcd* should at 
least once in three years be planted to 
corn, w’heat or rye. 

If a young man of ordinary capielty, 
energy and economy would do this he 
oould on an Investment of $2,500 make 
8 per cent, interest, a profit of $1,000 
per annum, to cover his own work, and 
at the end of ten years have hi* farm 
worth three times it* first cost. 

Receipts per annum on such a farm 
would be as follows, to wit:

The expense of operating such n farm. 
Including interest on money, charging 
off each year 10 per cent, for deprecia¬ 
tion In stock and tools, cost of fertiliz¬ 
er* and labor, would be around $UH)0. 
leaving $1,500 for one’s labor, with a 
property appreciating in value. 

The amount of land a man can handle 
is commensurate with hi* capacity, and 
using the negro as a Bourive of labor a 
man has a chance In the South to grow 
to hla capacity. Then, when you con-| 
aider the lumber, coal. Iron, cement and 
manufacturing Interests of the South—; 
all prosperous— thl* Is the place for | 
yourig men.

Telephone Expenses. 

Boston—The recently published state¬ 
ment of earnings of the Twin City Tele¬ 
phone Co. affords another example of the 
low operating ratio of Independent com¬ 
panies as compared with Bell companies 

The recent statement of the Twin City 
Co., made upon the basis of September 
earnings, was as fo lows: 

Gross earnings per annum.,.$434,570 

Operating expenses . 198.320 

Net earning* . 23G.244 

The percentage of operating expenses to 
gross earnings according to th.s state¬ 
ment w-as only 48 per cent., as compar. d 
with an average of 70 per cent, for the 
Bell companies. 

Of course, there can be only one con¬ 
clusion drawn from this comparison: the 
Independent companies do not make suf¬ 
ficient allowances for maintenance and 
depreciation. A recent comparison of 
operating ratio of the Bell Telephone Co. 
of Philadelphia and of the Keystone Tele¬ 
phone Co., a rival Independent company, 
showed practically the same results. 

The Bell companies charge an average 
of about 30 per cent, of gross receipts for 
maintenance nnd depreciation. About 4 
per cent, of gross receipts ts paid to the 
parent company for rental of instruments. 
Th.s leaves about 26 per cent, of gross re¬ 
ceipts for operating expenses other than 
maintenance and rental of Instruments. 

If It costs the Bell companies 36 per 
cent, for operating expenses other than 
maintenance, how con the independent 
companies, with their smaller eurnlngs 
per telephone, operate on a basis of less 
than 50 per cent, of gross earnings and 
make proper charges for maintenance and 
depreciation? The Twin City Co.’s allow¬ 
ance 1* for maintenance, with an operat¬ 
ing ratio of only 46 per cent.. Is apparent¬ 
ly not more than 10 per cent. 6f gross re¬ 
ceipts. which the experience of the Bell 
companies has proved to be entirely Insuf, 
flclent. 

The Boston News Bureau has many 
times attempted to secure from Independ¬ 
ent telephone companies u statement of 
op€*rating expanses In detail, showing 
maintenance expenditures, but this In¬ 
formation has always been refused. It is 
only natural to druw the conclusion that 
the independent figures would not bear 
comparison with those of the Bell com- 
panic*.—[Boston News Bureau. Nov. 5,

Baltimore. Md., Nov. 12.—[Special.]— 

Jonathan K. Taylor Instituted suit 
to-day against the Baltimore Trust and 
Guarantee Company’in the City Court 
for the recovery of money expended by 
him in the purchase of Nashville (Tenn.)

<r« Lvfore than 800 men are contesting for 
seats In the National House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, and the fight will grow 
ftiptter as passes each of the next few 
jjdays. We do not read so much about 
v .th* congressional campaign in a "prefl- 
jMMilaO year" as we <h> Just before the 
f^Remate Federal elections. Neverthe¬ 
less?. more ballots will be polled for 
tqpreseniativ'e* next month than there 
*were two years ago. or than there will 
be tw<* years hence. A presidential 
election always brings out. more voters 
than, a congressional or "off-year" con¬ 
test. But there Is no lack of ginger in' 
« congressional campaign simply be¬ 
cause presidential electors head the 
tickets. Each party has a congressional 
campaign committee cocnpos?d of one 
Congressman from each State and gen¬ 
erated by a chairman a* independent 
as either nattomU committee chairman 
Literature Is sent out in foreign tongues 
and speeches made in different lingoes 
under auspices of this supervifory 
board. Of course, a majority in both 
houses of the Federal Legislature must 
be fought for as bitterly as the presi¬ 
dency itself, for a President Is prac 
Ideally helpless If he have an opposition 
or even a mixed Congress to deal with. 

The Democrats are fighting to wipe 
out the Republican majority of thirty- 
four in the House. Even it they do 
this and elect Parker they are sure to 
have a Republican Senate on their 
hands, and this would act upon all of 
Parker's nominations and treaties dur¬ 
ing the first two years of his adminis¬ 
tration. Only one-third of the Sen¬ 
ators are elected every two years, and 
no matter what miracles the Demo 
crata can accomplish from now on. the 
State Legislatures cannot elect enough 
of the old party's partisans to give It 
a majority in the upper house. How¬ 
ever. a mixed Congress is not so bane¬ 
ful to a President in the first half of 
his administration as in the latter 
Fince the Civil WAr e\ery Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive. except Grant, who has ended 
a term with an opposed or mixed Con¬ 
gress has seen his party chastised by 
the people at the next election. The 
men who drop the little ballots into 
th* box only consider th^ fact that 
nothing has been accomplished and 
never allow for extenuating circum¬ 
stances. 

• • • 

The Mixed Congresses. 

Since the Civil War the Republicans 
have had a majority in the Senate, ex¬ 
cept In four Congresses. In the House 
the Democrats have had control during 
that eight Congresses only within the 
same period. During the second half 
of Grant’s last term there were a Re¬ 
publican Senate and a Democratic 
House. Garfield and Arthur came Into 
power with a reversion of this condl- 
tlon—a Democratic Senate and a Re¬ 
publican House. The latter half of 
Arthur's term things were again re¬ 
versed. the Senate being Republican 
and the House Democratic, and so they 
remained in two other mixed Congress- 
es during Cleveland's first administra¬ 
tion. Harrison had a solid Republican 
with him during the fir3t

I do they do It? 

I Mileage, 8Ution«ry and Seeds. 

A member, whether he be Senator or 
Representative, profits, as a rule, di¬ 
rectly In proportion to the distance 
from Washington at which he Uvea 
At the beginning and end of each ses¬ 
sion he draws five cents the mile on 
this distance, with which to pny his 
railroad fare when he comes to the 
capital and when he leaves it. Of 
course he uses a pass and this mileage 
drawn from the public treasury is sav¬ 
ed. If lie lives on the Pacific coast 
it amoufits to hundreds of dollars a 
years. If he lives in Hawaii and has 
free transportation, it goes up into four 
figures each session. Every member 
is Issued an annual pass by the large 
railroad companies. One very consci¬ 
entious Representative refused such a 
gift during the last session and pro¬ 
claimed the fact from the housetop t. 
But hds colleagues held on to theirs, 
and inwarly called him a "chump." 

Another perquisite In both houses is 
$125 per year allowed for "stationery." 
w*hich. since the earliest days has In¬ 
cluded cutlery, card cases, pocket hooks 
and even gl«»ves. dispensed at an official 
shop, with counter and salesmen. In 
either wing of the Capitol. Articles are 
bought at wholesale prices and sold 
at cost in theae stores. 

Each spring ahput $225 worth of gar¬ 
den seeds are given to each member.

Some time ago a mem¬ 
ber sold his entire seed quota for $75 
to an agent having a contract to sup¬ 
ply the Department of Agriculture 
Choice flowers and cuttings from the 
national botanical gardens at the foot 
of the Capitol are supplied gratis to 
members and their families, and thus 
the florist's bill for pink teas Is often 
eliminated.

Farm help In Connecticut is *> ^arce 
that women have been obliged to go 
info the fields and help to harvest the 
late crops of farm produce, says a 
Bridgeport. Conm.. letter to the Chicago 
Chronicle. 

AU last summer It was no uncommon 
sight anywhere in the farming districts 
of Connecticut to see the wives and 
daughters of the farmers, after they 
had finished with their traiuehold dirties, 
go to the fields and there handle the 
hoe, the pitchfork and the rake rather 
than *e* the crops spoil. Juwt now the 
•women are rutting corn and picking 
winter apples from the trees and piling 
the dropped apples in heap*.

Australian Reaches New York With 
Bodies of Children and Animals 
Mummified By Him. 


There has come to this city from Aus¬ 
tralia a small gray-bearded man who 
asserts that he has solved the secret of 
the ancient art of mummifying human 
bodies, says the New York World. 

He Is Prof. Arthur Robert Taylor, 
of Perth. Western Australia, and he has 
brought with him one of the most inter¬ 
esting and varied collection* of mum¬ 
mies ever seen t^efore in this country, 
Including two children, one five months 
of age and the other two days old. Both 
bodies have been mummified for more 
than twenty years and are wondroualy 
perfect.® 

Prof. Taylor had already introduced 
his work to London, where he estab¬ 
lished for the benefit of English sden 
lists a museum filled with his mum¬ 
mies embalmed by his secret formula 
He has the body of a man forty years 
of age In this collection. The body was 
embalmed ten years ago and la now 
perfectly mummified. He also has the 
bodies of children, erocodiiles. sharks, 
birds, snakes, kangaroos, deer, sheep, 
goats and hogs. 

The collection w’hlch he has brought 
to this city Is not so large or varied be¬ 
cause of the inconvenience of carrying 
a complete museum across the Atlantic, 
but it Is sufficiently large to convince 
the American scientists of the value of

Loss To the Fanners. 

Mrs. Hahn’s case Is one of scores, of 
hundreds. In Connecticut. There seem 
to be few who care to do farm work, 
though the work I* not nearly eo hard 
a* much of the work In cities. Apples 
by the bushel are rotting on the ground 
because no one can be found to pick 
them up: acres of corn are »Mll stand¬ 
ing uncut, and no one to cut it; pota¬ 
toes. on almost every farm, ore still in 
the ground because the farmers have 
been ao busy with other work that they 
have not had time with their scant help 
to dig them The loss toj Connecticut 
farmers because of the inability to get 
farm help (sufficient to harvest their 
full crops in time w ill t>e enormous, but 
can scarcely be estimated In dollars. 

When a-sked to what cause sh* attrib¬ 
uted the scarcity of farm help Mr#. 
Hahn said: 

I think It Is the aversion the aver¬ 
age laboring rnan ho* to the qutiet con¬ 
nected with farm life. The men all 
teem to want to be In crowds where 
there Is a great deal going on. Of 
coufye. It is quiet back here wliere we 
are, but it Us healthful and there are 
good beds to sleep on and good food to 
eat. The work Is no harder than the 
work in the cl tie*. There is one other 
thing, perhaps, that is more the rea¬ 
son why It la difficult to get farm help 
than any other. It Is liquor. We have 
no saloon* here. And some way all 
these farm laborers seem to want their 
Uquor. They are not (satisfied unices 
they have It. Nearly ail the men we 
get work very well for a few days. 
Then they become discontented because 
of the loneliness of the place, as they 
call it, and they go a>v*y. 

• • • 

Discontented In Country. 

But it does seem to me that these 
froor, homeless men 'that we hear so 
much about In New York, who are will¬ 
ing to do work but can not get It, would 
be able to content themselves on a good 
farm with comfortable surroundings. 
But then, again, most of these men who 
are farm laborers do not care for books, 
and unless one Is of on intellectual turn 
of mind In these quiet, rural places I 
suppose ft must b** hard to keep from 
getting discontented. They must have 
something to feed the mind, and if they 
do not care for books there is. to the 
average farm laborer, little else to feed 
his mind. Some men, however, find 
contentment In the very nature about 
them. But these are rare among farm 
h llids. 

"The cities have drained the country 
of farm districts of all the boys who 
were reared on the farms. As soon as 
the boys get old enough to earn a llv 
Ing, no matter how hard the work. 
They go to the city. The farm has no 
charms for them. The reason for this 
is principally due to the unattractive 
life the parents of these boys make a 
farm life. The old-faahloned Connect¬ 
icut farmer has made the mistake of 
making the life of a farmer a life of 
drudgery, whereas it should be the 
most Independent life of .ill callings. Is 
It any wonder that the children of these 
farmers want to leave the farmhouse 
as soon ns they are able to get away? 
The farmers themselves are largely to 
bUme for the abandoned farms In Con¬ 
necticut. though there are fewer and 
fewer of these so-caUed abandoned 
farms in Connecticut each year. Rich 
New York people are buying up these 
farms and converting them into beauty 
spots The price of land, even back 
here where we are. six miles from 
Stamford, has doubled in/two years 
The real farmers: that is. the old-time 
farmers of Connecticut, are being push¬ 
ed back further and further each year 
by the wealthy people who are buying 
up the forms for country places, and. 
through these people, and not through 
the farmers themselves, the farming

But he does not 
consider that hi* board and washing 
must be paid for out of that." 

Summing the matter up. It appears 
that there are plenty of comfortahle 
homes without excessively hard work 
on the farms In Connecticut for a 
rteadv man. one wfio is content with 
the simple Hfe of the country*, but 
these men are scarce, most of them 
longing for the fleshpots of the great 
cities where men w*ho could live com¬ 
fortably and save money In the coun¬ 
try barely manage to eke out an exist¬ 
ence.

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Recsiver For Milk, Bread, Etc. 

At regular intervals articles appear 
In the (Lilly papers telling of some un¬ 
fortunate being who has been caught In 
the act of pilfering a loaf of broad or a 
bottle of milk from some doorway and 
•end to prison, but where one Is caught 
a thousand escape. These petty depre¬ 
dations only occur In the early hours of 
the morning, when It is an easy mailer 
to walk up some street anti practically 
help yourself, for every doorway will 
contain roir.ethlng for .the breakfast 
table. It to Irritating to the housewife

A New York man his Invented 
the exceedingly novel, but. at the Fame 
time, simple, device shown in the illus¬ 
tration— a receiver for bread, etc.— 
which can be made to do the duty of a 
miniature safe. Upon the upright jafrb- 
va.ll of the door frame a bracket plate 
Is secured at the proper height from 
the ground. This plate is made of sheet 
metal and Is bent at a right angle to 
fit around the Jamb of the wail. The 
receiver is in the form of a rectangular 
box. alto made of sheet metal, having 
proper holding capacity for efficient 
service. One side of the box is open, 
or nearly so. through which to pass the 
articles it is to contain, and Is hinged 
upon the corner of the bracket p’ate. 
After the goods have been placed with¬ 
in the box. the latter is swung on |t« 
hinges so as to dispose the open side 
opposite and close the outer surface of 



of strips of metal or other conductive 
material, arranged longitudinally and 
transversely, connected to a central 
binding post.

But how wonderful Is the view* of life 
as presented by Sir Oliver Lodge. Fir»t 
we are a part of the planet; on or£ 
side distinctly a part of the material 
world, a part which ha® become se.f- 
ooneckm®. At first we were merely 
alive—but even the fact of becoming 
alive introduced numerous powers and 
privilege® hitherto Impossible, but these 
powers and privileges entailed no re¬ 
sponsibility.

These will be given every montb 
from November to May, inclusive, at 
half past 10 on the third Saturday of 
each month In the chapel of the Mato 
High School. The first lecture will bo 
given next Saturday, November 19. 
Prof. Sampson will then outline the 
series, indicate courses of collateral 
reading, and in general plan a stimu¬ 
lating and suggestive year’s work for 
the teachers themselves. 

This series mark* a departure from 
the custom of having separate lectures 
by different men. The officer® of the 
association have recognized that these 
stray lecture® do but little good be¬ 
cause they fail to set the teachers to 
work along definite lines. The present 
course will deal with those aspects of 
Nineteenth-century poetry which re¬ 
flect the thought, the aims and the 
ideals of the age. in short all those 
characteristics which are influencing 
Twentieth-century life.

The object of the trip Is the dedica¬ 
tion of the State monument, erected 
at Andersonvllle, Ga.. In commemora¬ 
tion of the Maine qoldfers who gave 
up their lives at that place during the 
Civil War. The dedication ceremonies 
will take place Tuesday afternoon at 2 
o’clock, the party leaving immediately 
and arriving in Louisville again Wed¬ 
nesday morning. From here they will 
go to St. Louis, then returning East. 

The party Is composed of Col. C. H. 
Prescott, George A. Murchle, William 
T. Haines, Judge E. E. Chase and 9. J. 
Walton, of the Governor’s council; Sen¬ 
ator Morse and Col. Levi M. Poor, of 
the monument commission; Col. Fran¬ 
cis Keefe, of the Governor's staff; L.

Pong’s troubles have been the cause 
of much worry for Henry F. Cassln, the 
United States Commissioner. Pong 
knows little English outside of the few 
terms necessary to carry on his laun¬ 
dry business, and Mr. Cassln. though a 
man of much education, knows no 
Chinese. Between the jabber of the 
Celestial and his own efforts to de¬ 
scend into some lingo that would be 
comprehensible to the prisoner Mr. Cas¬ 
sln became so confused that he could 
not even get the names straight. 

’Ping Pong." he said. "Is Chee Foo 
going on your bond?" 

Pong Kee had been brought up from 
jail because several of his customers 
were demanding their linen for Sunday 
wear, and the Commissioner’s heart 
was touched at the thought of a man 
being deprived of religious consolation 
on Sunday for lack of a "blled shirt." 
Something had to be done to get that 
Chinaman out of jail. 

"Me not Pling Plong. me Plong Kee." 
returned the Chink. "Cnllee me John- 
nee Chinaman, like Mellcan man.’* 

"All right, John, now where la Sam 
Gong or One Lung or whatever that 
Cincinnati Chinaman Is named?" 

"Havee low," replied Pong Kee, and 
proceeded to explain the trouble be¬ 
tween him and his would-be bondsman, 
but nothing Intelligible could be got 
out of the statement. Mr. Smith was 
telephoned for, but said he had had 
enough the day before when the thr^-? 
Chinamen chattered for an hour In his 
office. 

Pong Kee finally produced some mon¬ 
ey. and after counting it and finding 
It to amount to $260. Mr. Cassln accept¬ 
ed In lieu of bond, and sent Pong Kee 
to\ deliver his laundry.

FOUR PETITIONS GRANTED. 


Chosen Friend* Lodge. No. 2. Inde¬ 
pendent Ord*r of Odd Fellows, will 
recover $4,000 from the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company of Kentucky and 
the III!nods Life Insurance Company 
under a decision delivered yesterday 
at joint session by Judge F.C.d. The 
amount recoverable Is (he value of 
four bonds of $1,000 e»adh, which, when 
the property of Ihe plaintiff, were 
pledged by W. W. Morris to the first- 
named defendant to cover certain pri¬ 
vate obligations. In deciding for the 
plaintiff. Judge Field ruled that the 
bonds, wnile assignable, were not ne¬ 
gotiable. and therefore It was impos¬ 
sible for Mr. Morris to have pledged 
them as coflln'tenal. 

The transaction occurred June 13. 
1899. when Mr. Morris held both the 
position of faecrenry of the MutuaJ Life 
and Chairman of the Committee of the 
Widows and Orphans' fund of the 
pludrKiff order. The bowl* be onged to 
that commit tee. At the time Mr. Mor¬ 
ris owed the Mutual Life $4,800. and to 
cover the amount, gave the bonds along 
with other securities ha pledge. No 
question ever arose as to the $800. 
When in 1902 the Mutual Life sold out 
to the IIlinens Life Ir.eura-ce Company, 
Mr. Morris wa3 called upon to e *ttle 
the loan. Through consent of the Mu¬ 
tual Life he took the bonds to the 
Fidelity Tru«»t Company and borrowed 
$4,000 upon them With which he c-a-tto- 
fied his obligation to the insurance 
company. A final sel-tkir.ent of his 
account* with -the Widows and Or¬ 
phans' Fund Committee brought out 
the mi fappropriatlon. 

The case w.w decided under a law 
which wag recently sufca.ltuted by the 
act relating to negotiable instruments 
passed by th» list Legislature, the suit 
having been filed before the n«rw law 
went into effeat.

ABE FORD IDENTIFIED 

AS OFFENDING NEGRO. 


The Glen/more Distillery Company 
was yesterday awarded u verd'lct for 
$10,950 against the American Bridge 
Company In Judge Field’s court. The 
plaintiff Bridge Company, which is a 
branch of the United States Steel Cor¬ 
poration. otherwise designated as the 
steel trust, brought suit in the first 
Instance to recover $1,638 for structural 
Iron work done for the distillery. This 
claim was also allowed and will be a 
credit against the defendant’s allow¬ 
ance of $10,950, which was on a counter¬ 
claim. 

The suit was brought by the Ameri¬ 
can Bridge Company when the defend¬ 
ant refused to pay for the steel work 
which was'put Into Its plant at Owens¬ 
boro. The distillery claimed that the 
steel work should have arrived on the 
ground November 5. 1901. In accordance 
wUh contract, but did not put in an 
Appearance until January 11. 1902. Some 
time was consumed In putting kt up 
and the distillery was thus prevented 
from operation According to its alle¬ 
gations. work should have ccmmcncei 
in distilling whisky about December l. 
By reason of the lost time the plain¬ 
tiff alleges to have missed opportunit> 
to make and sell 10.000 Darrels of whisky 
and also was prevented from making a 
profitable slop feeding contract for fat 
cattle. The original amount of the 
counter claim was about $40,009, 
but under rulings of the court only 
$18,000 was allowed to go before the 
Jury as possible amount of recovery.

Who Are the Barbarians? 

The address of Surgeon Major Sea¬ 
man a few weeks ago before the Asfo- 
clation of Military and Naval Surgeons 
at St. Louis has made a wide Impres¬ 
sion and has hjen generally discussed 
as throwing a new light on the causes 
of Japan's success in her war with 
Russia. 1 

A^ecorcllng to MaJ. Seaman, who Is 
an authority lr his field, and who has 
made a study of Japanese'military hos¬ 
pitals. Japan leads the world In sani¬ 
tary science ap applied to her armies. 

The losses In war. as Is well known, 
are mainly from disense, and not from 
bullets, yet so good are Japan’s sani¬ 
tary precautions that in her armies 
against Russia “the loss from prevent¬ 
able dLse'iee In the first sir months of 
the conflict will be but a fraction of 1 
per cent." 

A quotation from MaJ. Seaman's re¬ 
port gives pome Indication of the rev¬ 
olution the Japanese have worked in 
this respect: 

“The median) officer Is omnipresent. You 
will flr .\1 hith In countless places where In 
an American or British army he has no 
p are. He is as much at the front as In 
tiie rear. He is with the first screen of 
v * 'ou:> with hhs microscope and chemicals, 
testing nrd labeling wells so the army to 
follow shall drink no eontaminuited water. 
V*' w ' n the remits reach o town he Imme- 
dU’ely Institutes a thorough examination 
of its imw' tary conditions, nnd If con- 
tax ion or Infection Is found he quaran¬ 
tines end places a gourd around the dan¬ 
gerous district. Notices are posted so the 
approaching column Is tvarned nnd no sol¬ 
diers arc* billeted where danger exists 
Microscopic Wood tests are made In all 
fever cases, and bacteriological experts, 
fully equipped, form part of the staff of 
every <1 visional headquarter*. 

“The mcdlca-I officer is al«o found In 
r '»mp. lecturing the men on sanitation 
and the hundred and on* details of per¬ 
sonal hygiene—how to cook, to eat. and 
when not to drink. to bathe and even to 
the dfrrotion of the paring and cleansing 
of the finger nalis to prevent danger from 
bacteria. Up to August 1 . 9.862 cases hud 
b* • n received at the reserve hospital a: 
Hiroshima, of whom 6.F36 were wounded. 
Of th«- entire numher up to that time 
omly thirty-four had died." 

It l* because disease In the army has 
thus been reduced virtually to nothing 
that a Japanese officer claims that In a 
campaign such a* la now in progress a 
Japanese army of 500,000 is equal to one 
of 2.000.000 Russians. 

On the other hand Russia's occupa¬ 
tion of Manchuria ha* been a riot of 
revelry and debauchery. The hospitals 
were totally unprepared for war. “Care 
Ihnf should have been loaded with men 
and munitions brought Instead full 
complement*' of vodka and thousands 
of abandoned vmroen." Dr. Seaman 
Adds: 

“Hud the gentle Verestchaghi lived to 
portray roroht scenes In Manchuria he 
c-mld have revealed to the victimized euf- 
farina masyr<* at home a perfect night- 
ntr*' of dehatlchery. apathy nnd criminal 
cnreTesanev*. His historic picture of a

John Foster Carr, in the current 
World s Work, gives some farther ele¬ 
ments of Russia's condition which must 
tidj In such a struggle as that In which 
she is now engaged: 

“Russia has great size. Joined with grout 
weakness. Some of the causes of Its leth¬ 
argy are Incurable others are due to ft 
*• 1 civilisation. The roads arv 
mere military routes. The post office han¬ 
dles one piece of mall for fifteen that pa s 
through our own. For every two mile* 
of tcirgrupli In Russ’u w** have five; and 
for each mile of her telephone wires we 
have fifty-three. 

“Russian industry tells the same story 
For each inhabitant Russia Invests In In¬ 
dustrial enterprise four dollars; the Unit¬ 
ed {State* one hundred and twenty-five. 
Our factories outnumber hers twenty- 
throe to one. The value of her cotton 
sp'nniugs is but two-thirds of ours. She 
manufactures somewhat more than half 
lie much tobacco; and only In sugar does 
All** surpass us. 

“Ignorance leads misery by the hand. 
Three-fourths of the children never s«-e 
the Inside of a schoolroom. Of those who 
* ' to school, few nre taught rnor r than 
their alphabet, the eat-ehism and the de¬ 
mon ts of arithmetic. In Russia proper 
ninety-four people out of every hundred 
cannot write their nanus, or spell out 
r -*■’>* worts Technical ‘education is even 
mo-** neglected: and. for every n.ooa peo- 
|»^*'. * h« ro - but a single physician.

Our Cortly Navy. 

During t»he past week another first- 
class battleship, the New Jersey, was 
launched a # t Quincy, Mass., being the 
last of five provided for by Congress In 
1899. and the year following. When 
completed the number of vessels of 
that class will be 29. as against 74 
British; 31 French, and 41 German. 
When the Russo-Japanese war broke 
out Russia was credited with 28 battle¬ 
ships and Japan 12 , but their losses and 
additions by purohase or otherwise, are 
not sufficiently known to state ttvelr 
present number accurately. 'Hie only 
other Powers possessing battleships 
worthy of mention are Austro-Hungary 
with 15 and Italy with 18. It will be 
noted, therefore, that notwithstanding 
the hirge addition of vessels of this 
class to our navy and those in course 
of construction, our naval force, if the 
number of battleship be taken as the 
criterion of strength, will require very 
large Increase before It ranks next final 
of Great Britain. 

The New Jersey. While not the larg¬ 
est of warships, has a displacement of 
15,000 tons, that of the greatest size be¬ 
ing 16,000 tons. It has a length of 435 
feet, a breadiuh’of 76 feet and its speed 
is computed at 19 miles an hour. It will 
carry four I 2 -lnch guns, eight 8 -lnoh, 
twelve 6 -inch and about forty other 
guns of less caliber with a total crew 
of 812 men. The present enlisted force 
of the navy numbers 28,640 men with 
1.577 commissioned and 469 warrant of¬ 
ficers. 

At the last session of Congress pro¬ 
vision was made for several new bat¬ 
tleships. work upon which has been be¬ 
gun, and lately the Naval Board at 
Washington In making up Its estimates 
for the approaching session recom¬ 
mended to the Secretary* of the Navy 
the construction of three additional. 
It is also stated that an increase 
in the size and armor of first-class bat¬ 
tleships will be recommended, with a 
displacement of 18.000 tons and with no 
gun* of smaller caliber than 8 or 10 
inches. The cost of such vessels wvll 
be much greater than any heretofore 
constructed, some estimates placing 
them as high a* 88 , 000 . 000 . 

It, therefore, appears that with the In. 
crease In the numerical strength of our 
navy there will not only be the increas¬ 
ed expenditures, but that the greater 
cost will be progressive in a very large 
ratio on account of the greater size of 
the vessels and cost of equipment. As 
there will also be similar growth in the 
naval force of other nations no limit 
can be fixed upon either the numerical 
strength or cost In constructing nnd 
maintaining one if the size of the 
American navy is to be governed 
by the naval strength of other 
Powers. A naval force commensurute 
with the protection of our commerce 
and as a nucleus for a greater one, if 
called for, Is not a debatable question, 
but the theory* upon which we are ex¬ 
pending such large sums In the Increase 
of cur navy Is os unsound as the 
continental argument In the mainte¬ 
nance of large standing armies. 

It Is custo'majry among the modern 
expansionists to sneer at Jefferson and 
his bleais respecting a navy by tak¬ 
ing Isolated extracts from his papers, 
but a proper study o-f his record on 
the subject wHI e(how that he was 
really the founder of t<he American 
Navy and had an intelligent sense of 
It* value. He recognized moral as 
well as physical agencies in the build¬ 
ing up of our national power and In 
the preservation of our relations with 
other countries. The history of our 
naval successes In the war of 1812 Is 1 
a sufficient refutation of the argume-nt 
which is now so popular. Mr. Jeffer- * 1 
6 on believed In an equalisation of 
navies In a certain sense. In a letter 
to Mr. Tench Coxe In 1807, when dan¬ 
ger was apprehended from the cause* 
which led to war. he said: “I have 
read your observations on the princi¬ 
ples of equalizing the power of the 
different nations on the sea, and think 
t’h a m perfectly sound. Certainly 4t will , 
be better to produce a balance on that 
element by reducing the m-eur.is of its 
great monopolizer (England) than by 
endeavoring to raise our own to an 
equality with theirs." At the time tha.t 
danger was threatened with both 
France and England we rested our se¬ 
curity upon our t- dat bn. France had 
armies, but no navy, while England 
had both. Combatting the argument 
that we needed a strong navy, he said 
that the Behemoth t France) could r.ot 
swim ard the Levtathaia (England) 
could not live on dry' land. The war] 
vindicated his Judgment. By mea*ns 
of her fleet England landed a force 
which burned the public buildings at 
Washington, but six month* Inter an 
Invading army was driven from the on. 
tlnent at New Orleans. Jefferson's argu 
ment against acquiring foreign pos- j 
sessions was that they would need a | 
navy to defend them. The argument (

Experiment* with Cuban seed have re¬ 
sulted so favorably that a company has 
been formed for the purpose which pro¬ 
poses to plant 100 acres next season, 
while twenty farmers will plant from 
one to five acre*. An agent »en*t to 
Kentucky’ for the purpose reports, that 
he has secured a number of families In 
our tobacco growing districts who will 
remove to T*-xas this fall to raise to¬ 
bacco next season. The agent reports 
that he was offered 32.75 a pound In 
Louisville for tobacco brought by him 
from Tcxa*. which was pronounced 
equal to the best Cuban grown article, 
and fitted for making the highest grade 
cigars. The samples raised under can¬ 
vas were specially valuable for wrap¬ 
pers. The seed for the coming crop will 
be obtained in Cuba. The subject of 
tobacco culture is exciting attention In 
other parts of the State, and a meet¬ 
ing has been called by the Houston 
Busines* League to organize a State 
Leaf Tobacco Growers* Association. 


Notwithstanding some forebodings of 
retrogression on the part of the Cubans 
from the standard of civil adnvinis.ra¬ 
tion set by the United States, while in 
control of the island, have been given 
out. it If gratifylng to kndw that oc' ord- 
ing to official reports, the past year has 
been one of prosperlVv and encourage¬ 
ment for future progress. The message 
of President Palma to the Cuban ( Con¬ 
gress, recently convened, showed that 
there has been a decided Increase in the 
foreign trade of the island. The 
exhibit Is, In all respects, a very 
satisfactory one, and the more 90 
as it demonstrates that our trade with 
Cuba has Increased fully 35 per cent, 
since the reciprocity treaty wen* into 
effect in December last. It tends to 
dispel the Idea at one time current that 
Spain and other European countrlea 
w ere being benefited by’ our treaty w ith 
Cuba more than we were. 


“If,'' said Theodore Roosevelt, no 
longer ago than 1899. “we ever grow to 
regard peace as a permanent condition 1 
and feel that we can afford to let the 
keen, fearl^s, virile qualities of heart 
and mind and body sink into disuse 
w'e will prepare the way for inevitable 
and 6 hnmefu! disaster In the future." 
We have not had a war now since 1898. 
Is It not about time for another In 
order to keep the virile qualities from 
sinking into disuse? Can a President 
who has such contempt for what he 
calls “the weakling or the cow’ard who 
babbles of peace" submit to four year* 
more of peace? The people Who this 
w'eek boomed their stocks und bonds 
because of the election's result may 
before the second term of Roosevelt 
expires find an answer to this question 
which will have a very* different effect 
on Wall street quotations.

Sud¬ 
denly the dog perceived the peacock* 
and durted out after them. Lola after 
the dog. the King after Lola, my father 
after the two—ns he was afraid that 
his peacocks might be hurt—and the 
King’s two footmen after them all. Lola 
had the nimblest legs and soon outdis¬ 
tanced her old admirer, who sw’ore at 
the top of his voice that she wa* Im¬ 
periling her health. Five limes the pea¬ 
cocks and dog led the distinguished 
p.'trty a merry chase around the small 
lake In the garden, then Lola succeed¬ 
ed In grabbing her dog by the collar, 
and peace was restored. 

"Though the King attended every ono 
of the session*, the picture did not 
please him, and it was finally sold to a 
gallery In Paris. The subject waa 
strange enough: Lola Montez mounting 
the scaffold, her neck and bosom bare, 
a riding whip In her hand, and snake* 
serving as her girdle."

LISBON FULL OF MONEY 

And King and Ministers Will Spend 
It In Royal Style. 

[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.) 

Lisbon, Nov. 1 .—Three hundred and j 
fifty millions of francs In the royal | 
treasury, thanks to the contract with , 
the tobacco monopoly, and all Lisbon Is 1 
money inad. The King, the Ministers, 
public officials, the public Itself does 
nothing but speculate on ways and 
means to get rid of the unexpected 
windfall, for In Portugal anything 
above $ 100,000 is regarded as an un¬ 
hen rd-of amount. Some of the soberer 
heads suggested that a few' of the 
country’s most pressing debts be 
liquidated, but the Minister of Fi¬ 
nance scouted the Idea. "We may think 
of that when the reform of the mone¬ 
tary system Is completed," he cried. 
The Courier-Journal correspondent 
asked how the change from the rel* 
system to the franc system would ben¬ 
efit Portugal’s finances. 

"That’s eusy," said the Minister, 
using the Portuguese equivalent of the 
phrase; "the new coins will have less 
gold and silver In them than the pres¬ 
ent variety." 

Though the Portuguese paper money 
Jn circulation exceeds eight times the 
metal reserves Ip the bank, the 350,000.- 
000 will be spent "for the greater glory 
of Portugal and the royal house.’’ First 
the King received all his arrears In sal¬ 
ary in gold, the old. not the deteriorat¬ 
ed, kind, and then the Ministry asked 
him to kindly tap the till and spend as 
much as he liked on his Journey to 
London. Paris, etc. "Portugal is the 
ally of Great Britain," said the Minis¬ 
ter of Finance, "and King Carlos ex- 
!>ec?a to hav- a royal good time In Lon¬ 
don. No matter who else will be pres¬ 
ent-even if It be the Kaiser or Czar— 
Carlos would lake precedence of them 
all."

Tolstoi Is Probably Being Kept Un¬ 
der Surveillance.

Bucharest. Nov. 1 .—Queen Elizabeth 
(Carmen Sylvaj received a letter from 
Tolstoi which seems to Indicate that 
the aged author is n prisoner in his 
own house. At any rate he Is not al¬ 
lowed to travel as Intended, and, 
though he does not say so. his friends 
surmise that he Is a prisoner of the 
Czar, subject to administrative sur¬ 
veillance. The Courier-Journal corre¬ 
spondent w as unable to obtain Tolstoi’s 
letter in full, but the Queen kindly fur¬ 
nishes the following information: 
"Tolstoi writes that owing to circum¬ 
stances over which he has no control 
he cannot execute his promise to visit 
me. He adds: 'Perhaps later, next 
spring.' This seems fo Indicate that 
Tolstoi Is in good health nnd no longer 
expects to die. In conclusion he says: 
'Remember that I have two sons at 
the seat of war engaged in bloody bat¬ 
tle. The thought of them gives me not 
a moment's rest.' " 

Tolstoi really has three sons in the 
Far East, one acting as a newspaper 
correspondent.

tionaries. The woman with one maid Is 
affected, however, much more seriously 
by the results of the woman’s congress 
c*n domestic affairs than Is the woman 
with a dozen servants. There are a 
good many more of No. 1 than there are 
of No. 2. For every such congress there 
are a hundred little conclaves below 
«ta!rs which have much to do with the 
comfort of the householder. Nora hap¬ 
pens In to have a chat with Bridget, 
and the two. not possessing vast re- 
sourx* as to topics of conversation, 
mtimUly talk over the affairs that Im- 
it ’dl&tely concern thorn. 

In a thousand tenement homes and 
rudest little oo&tages on back streets 
’ \e privileges of the maid are matters 
«l great concern. The maid’s afternoon 
it la the gala day of the fortnight for 
he honest people with whom she has 
h-r home. It Is a sad commentary on 
our management that very few maids 
ever think of the place where they live 
and work an home. A smoldering hos¬ 
tility is much more apt to obtain be- 
|wec*n kitchen and parlor than a whole¬ 
some friendliness. Our women’s con- 
y.r^gressew should really set about seeing 
... tvhence this condition comes, and 
* should offer a remedy. Up to this date 
the moot advanced students of socio¬ 
logical problems have done nothing 
ctloal or helpful in this particular 
Situation.

There are certain complications 
which are not to be settled by the rule 
of three. They are soluble by common 
sense and forbearance. Housekeeping 
is not an exact science and never will 
be. All sorts of occasions arise in 
a home for the exercise of patience 
and wisdom and tset. We cannot lay 
out our days In the household by the 
same rule that obtains In a factory or 
a shop. At the same time we must re¬ 
spect the maid's afternoon out. I 
think, too, that we must cease to be 
rigid, as some conservative housekeep¬ 
ers are. in the matter of the latch-key. 
When the day’s work is done, the maid 
should have her freedom to go out In 
the evening for a walk or a visit with¬ 
out the formality of asking If she may, 
and without the feeling that she is 
keeping somebody up to let her In on 
her return. 

Two-thirds, at least, of the friction 
and exasperation that arise between 
mistress and maid, w'ould be wholly 
prevented by a little more care In the 
choice of the maid, involving more re¬ 
gard for her character than for her 
ability, and by greater fairness in al¬ 
lotting her work. 

I have seen a thoughtless daughter of 
the house carry a tumbled dress to the 
kitchen with the request that Mary 
would press It, at the very hour when 
Mary had seated herself for her after 
noon’s rest. An extra service like this 
should not be asked without extra pay¬ 
ment. Some w’omen seem to be In¬ 
considerate by nature. Never having 
done a hard day’s work, they have not 
the faintest idea of the fatigue that 
comes from toll. 

Other women seem to overlook the 
loneliness of the kitchen. It Is to be 
extremely droll to see one woman sil¬ 
ling forlorn and alone In her parlor, 
and another woman sitting forlorn and 
alone in her kitchen, for two or three 
hours in an afternoon, simply because 
one hires and the other Is hired. Al¬ 
though they are of different grades of 
education and occupation, they have 
some things in common, and one thing 
they might have is friendship. A very 
•fficlent maid not long ago declared 
that she must leave a home where she 
served two In one family, had excellent 
wages and every convenience. ’’She 
never speaks to me from one week s 
end to another, except to order the 
meals, and I am so lonesome I could 
scream.” was her comment on the 
manner to her of a probably kind and 
gracious mistress, who still forgot that 
the maid was a human being. 

The last word has not yet been said 
about the servant problem. Nor will 
It be said until some of us care us 
much for the woman who cooks our 
breakfast as for the woman overseer 
w’hom we hope to lift Into the gladness 
of a better life, or for the wom&n In 
the slums In whose Interest we do set¬ 
tlement work.

When men began to girdle the earth 
with railways they began also to look 
down upon the old methods of trans¬ 
portation which had served their fathers 
and forefathers. Among the things de 
splsed were canals. In many cases old- 
time canals that had carried merchan¬ 
dise for generations were drained dry 
and their beds utilized for the laying of 
railroad tracks. 

But the canal is coming to its own 
again. Men are discovering more and 
more that it has Its place In the econ 
omy of commerce—a place which rail¬ 
ways cannot entirely fill. 

The digging of great canals ranks 
among the foremost w’orks and pro¬ 
jects of many leading nations at the 
present time. The world is getting to 
be cut up with canals all over Its land 
surface, and before the end of the 
present centruy the canol mileage on 
the globe 1 b likely to be nearly 
doubled. 

America is undertaking the two big¬ 
gest canal schemes at present pro¬ 
jected. the Panama canAk and the 
thousand-ton barge canal. 

Few countries have given more at¬ 
tention to canals and canal schemes 
than the United Slates did Ira the days 
before the railways. Of tne many 
canals constructed in that era tHe 
most Important w’as the Erie canal 
through the State of New York, con¬ 
necting the Hudson river with Lake 
Erie. 

In the words of a distinguished ex¬ 
pert. “This canal, although originally 
built of small size, played a very im¬ 
portant part In the settlement of the 
great West, or what was then the 
grout West, by furnishing a route In 
connection with the Great Lakes by 
which the products of the new West¬ 
ern country could reach the markets 
along the seaboard, and by which In 
turn it could got Its supplies of cloth¬ 
ing. tools, groceries, etc., ut an eco¬ 
nomical rate of transportation. It Is 
certain that the settlement and de¬ 
velopment of the New York and New 
England hinterland were enormously 
expedited by the Erie canal.” 

This canal has- managed to with¬ 
stand the opposition of the railways, 
although the country around It Is ab¬ 
solutely gridlroned with them. Un¬ 
doubtedly It has had much to do with 
the development of New York City 
and New York State. Along Its banks 
there hus been built up what has been 
oalled “the most Important chain of 
cities In the country”—Albany, Troy, 
Cohoes. Schenectady. Little Falls. 
Utica, Rome, Sy mouse. Rochester. 
Lockport and Buffalo.

But this great canal and Its subsi¬ 
diary* branches, the Oswego and Cham¬ 
plain canals, are now palpably Inade¬ 
quate for the work they are called upon 
to do. The Erie canal can only accom¬ 
modate boats carrying 240 tons of 
freight. Agitation for the enlargement 
of the canal has been going on for 
many years, and nt last New York 
State has decided to spend 1101.000,000 
to enlarge the Erie canal to a capacity 
that will enable It to be used by thou¬ 
sand-ton barges. A similar enlargement 
of the Oswego and Champlain branches 
Is to be made. 

This great work, which Is now being 
commenced, has attracted compara¬ 
tively little notice outside of New York 
State, but It Is declared by leading au¬ 
thorities to be by far the greatest pub¬ 
lic work ever undertaken by any State 
of th© Union. 

“This projected work Is In the very 
front rank df fcanal propositions,” sold 
Col. Thomas W. Symons, who was the 
first to suggest the thousand-ton canal 
In a report to th© Federal Government 
away back In 1897. “It is overshadowed 
In the public mind by the Panama ca¬ 
nal on account of the International 
character and the Interesting compli¬ 
cations that have attended the inaugu¬ 
ration of that work by the United 
States. , _ , 

“In commercial Importance the Erie 
Is in many ways the equal of the 
Panama canal. On the Panama It is 
hoped to some time reach a tonnage of 
10.000.000; on the Erie all works, struc¬ 
tures, water supply, etc., are predicted 
on a tonnage of 10.000.000, and provis¬ 
ions are made for accommodating, at 
slight additional expense, a tonnage 
greatly in excess of this. 

“On the Upper Great Lakes there Is 
a waiter-bom© commerce of very nearly 
90,000.000 tons per yesT. The Brie Canal 
will furnish the cheapest route for con¬ 
necting this vast lake commerce with 
the seaboard, and Its wide-reaching In¬ 
fluence can hardly be conceived or ap¬ 
preciated except by those who have 
given .years of study to the problem. 

“In magnitude the work that New 
York has undertaken exceeds the work 
at Panama. More earth and rock must 
be exoavated, more m<w*mry used, and 
more darns built. The cost per unit is 
not nearly so high as at Panama, be¬ 
cause the work will b© done In the tem¬ 
perate zone, where labor, tools and ma¬ 
terials are abundant; and reasonably 
cheap. 

“In the complexity of the engineering 
questions involved, the Erie is hardly 
second to the Panama Cana-1; for, while 
the canalization of the Mohawk rlveT is 
a very different problem from the Con¬ 
trol and utilization of the OhagTes river, 
they are both engineering pro>eoui of 
the very first magnitude. 

“The building of the Panama, (tarval 
under conditions akin to the proposed 
enlargement of the Erie Barge C5an*sl 
would be a simpler, cheaper, and easier 
work than that which New York has 
undertaken. 

“It is believed that these new and en¬ 
larged camUs will be of benefit to New 
York in enabling her to retain and in- 
cre ,^ her commercial supremacy, 
largely through their controllng influ¬ 
ence on freight rates and the preven¬ 
tion of differential discrimination 
against the port of New York, which 
Is now and has for years been the rule. 

“They will also benefit the entire 
region of the Great Lakes, and this ben 
eflt will extend far Into tht* Interior of 
the great Northwest and Influence 
transportation rates through the coun¬ 
try. 

“Upon the Great I.ake* many mil¬ 
lions of freight are transported every 
year at exceedingly low rates—f«r low¬ 
er than are possible by any other -that; 


England Is a country that depends 
largely upon canal navigation, although 
It has a network of railway* which Is 
clooer. probably, than any other In the 
world. There are 3.907 miles of canals 
In Great Britain, the vast proportion 
being In England. The canals carry 
considerably over 40.000,000 tors a year 

The most important of them la the 
Manchester SMP Canal, which was 
hailed os a great engineering feat w*h©n 
It was opened in 1894. Its magnitude 
as a business enterprise may be appre¬ 
ciated from th© fact that the capital 
of the company which owns it is $77.- 
6G0,00<>. and that k« revenue L a quar¬ 
ter of the entire revenue of all the 
canals in Great Britain, although it? 
length is only thirty-five and a half 
miles . 

The most important canal work un¬ 
dertaken in Germany in recent years 
was the construction of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm canal across the Schleswig- 
Holstein neck from Kiel to the Elbe. 
This canal was opened in June, 1895, 
and Its purpoee Is primarily etrateglc. 
It facilitates the transference of war- 
rhlpe from th© principal naval estab¬ 
lishment cm the Baltic, Kiel, to th© 
chief German North {?ea base. Wll- 
helrnshaven. 

The canal la sixty-one miles long and 
over 200 feet broad. It cost about $50.- 
000,000, but it ha* been a splendid suc¬ 
cess. Over 30,000 ships pass through 
4t every year. Germany has about 3,- 
000 mile? of other canals. 

The whole of Europe is closely cut 
up with canal*, nearly all the naviga¬ 
ble rlveT* being thus connected. Many 
years ago, before this system of canal¬ 
ization was as complete os It U* to-day, 
a Scotchman named MacGregor wrote 
a book which had a great vogue in En¬ 
gland, entitled “A Thousand Miles In a 
Rob Roy Canoe.”

To Connect Black Sea and Baltic. 


Tho greatest of the*© schemes Is for 
a canal right through European Rus¬ 
sia, to connect the Black sea with the 
Baltic, and to be capable of accommo¬ 
dating the largest modern battleships. 
Of course, lhe canal would not have 
to be dug for the whole of this tremen¬ 
dous distance, as navigable rivers and 
other existing waterways would be 
linked up. The Russian Ministry of the 
Interior announced some time ago that 
“the constfuctIon of the waterway for 
large vessels of the navy Is considered 
impracticable nt present.” But while 
the cost of the war has first to be met. 
It may be expected that Russia will un 
dertake this work as soon as possible. 
Her naval strength would be Immense¬ 
ly Increased by a canal that would en 
able her to transfer her Black sea fl^et 
to the Baltic, and vice versa. The war 
has shown most plainly the undesira¬ 
bility of having naval forces disperse 1. 

Russia also has a scheme to connect 
Rostoff on the Danube with the Sea of 
Azoff by a deep-water canal capable 
of accommodating ocean steamships, It 
has been approved by Prince Khllkoff. 
Russian Minister of Ways and Commu¬ 
nications. but It will probably be also 
held up by the war. 

These are only a few of the canal 
projects In various parts of tho world 
to-day. but they suffice to show that 
the railway has not put the cajial out 
of business, and Is never likely to do so.

then he entered one of the canals of 
Holland. During the course of one 
summer he traveled over a thousand 
miles on the canals and rivers of 
Europe, but principally on the canals. 
He went through Holland, Belgium. 
France. Germany. Austria, Hungary, 
and part of Russia, and he never once 
had to leave his waterways and take 
to the train in order to reach the 
points he desired. Nowadays the sys¬ 
tem of canals is much Improved, and 
practically every town of importance 
on the continent is linked up with the 
vast network of waterways. 

Yet the nations of Europe sre not 
satisfied, and most of them have great 
themes of canal Improvement either 
In contemplation or actually in hand. 

France Is taking the lead. In 1902 
the French Parliament approved a 
great general scheme prepared by M. 
Baudln, the Minister of Public Works, 
for the Improvement of existing wa¬ 
terways. and the construction of new 
canals. The sum Involved Is about 
$100,000,000. and the work is being 
carried out as quickly as other de¬ 
mands on the exchequer permit. Sur¬ 
veys have been made for all the 
projects, and some of them have act¬ 
ually been started. 

There are five separate schemes for 
the Improvement of existing canals, 
and It is proposed to construct no 
fewer than ten large new canals con¬ 
necting the principal commercial cen¬ 
ters of France, such as Nantes, Mar¬ 
seilles and Orleans. 

Engfejul is doing nothing big nt pres¬ 
ent In the line of canals, but there Is a 
scheme to connect the docks nt Bouih* 1 


gatlon over 2,700 miles in length, and 
vessels from th© lake ports reach the 
Atlantic without breaking bulk. Up 
to 1901, $81,404,544 had been apent in 

Canada on canals for construction 
alone. Millions more h-ave been spent 
since then, and gTeat schemes for ex¬ 
tending th© system are projected. 
About thirty thousand vessels, carry¬ 
ing over two hundred thousand pas¬ 
sengers and over five million tons of 
freight annually pass through the 
Canadian canals. 

This is an Impressive showing, but 
the United States paid well over $200.- 
0O0.000 for Its thirty principal canals. 
Twenty-five of those waterways cost 
over a million dollars eooh, and four 
over ten millions apiece. The most 
expensive was the Erie canaJ. which 
cost over $ 62 , 000 , 000 . 

Th© Panama canal and the New 
York State barge canal will both cost 
more money than the Suez canal, 
which was consmicted for $100,000.- 
000. They also present far greater 
engineering difficulties. 

Another great ctanaJ scheme that Is 
likely to be realized In th© course of 
the next two or three years Is the 
cutting of a deep-water channel be¬ 
tween &t Louis and Chicago; but at 
present It has not advanced beyond 
the stage of plan s and surveys. 

BEARS KILL TWO MEN 

IN YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.] 

Brieg. Valley of the Rhone, Nov. 2.— 
On the day when all New York, and In 
fact all America, celebrated the open¬ 
ing of the New York underground, the 
writer. 4 ri*and-nephew of the man who 
built the Simplon roadway overground 
for cannon, traveled through the Sim¬ 
plon tunnel for locomotives, going to 
the spot where the two opposite forces 
of workmen are removing the last rock- 
wails barring completion. 

And on November 15. when the last 
dynamite cartridge has exploded, I 
hope to shake hands through the open¬ 
ing, wedding north and south, with the 
brave fellows on the other side, who 
risked their lives a hundred times to 
build this new avenue for the world’s 
peace, progress and prosperity. 

Chief Engineer Hugo von Kager, a 
Tyrolean, himself conducted me 
through the tunnel. His headquarters 
are at the north end, at Brieg. the 
bulldingB that contain the offices and 
work rooms of the technical personnel 
and the factories for the making and 
renewal of tools, etc., covering acres of 
ground. We all donned overalls and 
blouses and, lantern In hand, mounted 
a workmen's train. As far as size goes, 
the gate of the great tunnel Is an Im¬ 
posing structure. I was told that some 
decorative features would be added “as 
soon as there was time for that sort of 
nonsense.” At present it looks rather 
bare. The chief at once entered upon 
the explanations promised. 

• • • 

Great Changes In Simplon, 

“The Simplon tunnel,” he said, “dif¬ 
fers from all others previously built. 
The Si. Gotthardt and the rest have 
two tracks side by side, while we con¬ 
structed two lubes, each five meters 
broad and of equal height.” (A meter 
la equal to 39H inches, American meas¬ 
ure.) “These tubes are distant from 
each other 17 meters, and at certain 
points are connected by galleries We 
decided upon that mnde of construction 
because It promised to save lal>or and 
we were not disappointed. At the pies- 
ent time one of th© tubes la nearly com¬ 
plete In its entirety, including all th© 
masonry required, while the other 
serves for construction purposes, trans¬ 
portation service and ventilation.” 

The chief explained beforehand the 
workings of the borrrsr, which I s«xm 
Fiaw in operation. They ere of the 
Brandt hydraulic system. “Th# builders 
of the St. CKit3than.lt still use the dia¬ 
mond-borer*. fo-aaHed,” fa Id the chief. 
“We selected this newer machinery, 
which gives entire Fatistfajc.Uofi.” The 
borer8 consist of rteel tubes fuminhed 
wTrtvh driHe of the hardest metal pos- 
riblo to make. “The drills,” Eaid the 
engineer, “attack tto© rock by a rotary 
movement under pressure of from 20,000 
to 24.000 pounds. Each boner Is able to 
work off from four to eight meters per 
m.nute. and Into the cavities made the 
dynamite cartridges are placed.” Up 
to the hour of which I write, 1,600,000 
dynamite cartridges have been ex plot 
evi. How many steel drllL< were dis¬ 
abled I forgot to ask; doubtless* a tre¬ 
mendous number, for the chief In¬ 
formed me that they wore off at an 
astonishing rat*.

The engineer pointed to the artificial 
rain installed to cool the air. perforat¬ 
ed tubes running along the celling of 
the tunnel and distributing Ice cold 
water. 

•'Again our work was greatly delayed 
by the appearance of hot springs that 
break loose at tihe most unexpected 
times and places.” After a while Lhe 
engineer dhowed me a ga-llery on the 
uorch end that had to be watted up. 
ikfter hundreds of thouKun-ds of francs 
had been spent on it. because a wave 
of hou air, 30 degrees Celsius, suddenly 
rushed forth from it* bottom. That 
spring defied all effort* to sfifie It.

Moral cowardice's worse than phys¬ 
ical. A lad ought to b© so brave that 
he can refuse to rtght anl hold hL own 
by sheer courage and the force of a 
quiet will. But as ev©c*v mother must 
admit there are times a:nl there ere 
neighborhoods In which l>fe for the 
smoU Ixjy Is not wortih living unless on 
occasion he meets his foes In open bat¬ 
tle. Then© are times and there are oc¬ 
casions when Jt is m-anly for a boy to 
fight, as, for example, when a larger 
boy attacks a smaller one and he con 
go to the aid or rescue of the weaker 
party; when a girl is Ill-treated by 
boys, or when cruelty is ftfoown to a 
dumb animal- In this w'onld of ours a 
good deal of peace has to be purchased 
by war. We deplore the necessity o-f 
war; we wish the world could be with¬ 
out it, neverUheless there cure crises in 
all Uves whett it is a stem necessity, 
and without the settlement of certain 
Issues, by blow® if need be, there coin 
be no tranquillity. 


Perhaps the, thing most of us depre¬ 
cate In boy nature and greatly dread 
Is effeminacy. A boy who for ajry 
reason, utile** it be that of ill-health, 
shuns the m'ther rough eport® of his 
comrades. Is hooked down upon as a 
Miss Nancy. A large overflowing vi¬ 
tality la part of a boy’s equipment for 
life. 

This ought not to be accompanied by 
a disposition to quarrel, nor Is it unless 
boy® have been very badly started. A 
bully is often at bottom a coward, and 
Che blU£»terer who picks disputes and Is 
unfair and contentious is readily 
quelled by one who knows no fear of 
him. My own feeling is that a boy 
should never fight If he can help It, but 
ihat if a fight Is urged upon htm^ and 
there Is no way out, Jt Is better to settle 
the matter at once than to turn away 
and leave room for future complica¬ 
tions. 

Athletic games, although rough, at*

They teach them how* to be good 
losers, a lesson worth learning, and 
develop in them that sort of manly re¬ 
liance and manly indifference to pain 
and danger which stand their owners 
In stead In later conflicts. 

The conflicts of life repeat In large 
the foreshadowing In miniature of the 
campus and the playground. 

In the old days the knight sallied 
forth In search of adventures, ready to 
give and take battle wherever he might 
find it, and contempt was the portion 
of the laggard and the coward. A 
book which has been recently publish¬ 


ed. “Falalse of the Blessed Voike.” by 
William Stearns Davis, shows very 
plainly the estimation In which one wag 
held who clung to his mother's side in 
medieval days and hung back from the 
hazardous situations of the chase and 
the battle. The hero. Louis of France, 
began his life under the domination 
of his mother, Blanche of Castile, who 
tried to save him from every rough 
wind of fate. He had to prove him¬ 
self a man by many testa, showing h!s 
mettle by wrestling, by watching, by 
giving battle against odds, by prov¬ 
ing himself a king before he cain^ t® 
his own. A king In old days or Jn new. 

Is simply the man who Is equal to the 
situation; the man who can do what ho 
must; the man who conquers. Every 
one of our boys must be a king In some 
sort. Here comes In the need first of 
all, for self-qcmtrol, and this sounds 
like a paradox. Does some one say, in 
one breath you commend fighting and 
in another you applaud self-restraint? 

It is true. By self-restraint and self- 
control are victories won. Let no boy* 
fight because he Is afraid of ridicule if 
he forbears. Let no boy fight one smaller* 
and weaker than himself. Let no boy 
hesitate to fight If there is no other 
way, and if by a fight he can protect 
some one who needs a Btrong hand 
lifted, whether It be a cat or a dog or 
a horse, a child or a beggur in tho 
street.

One of the hardest things in the world 
for a mother at least i« to refrain from 
unduly coddling her small boy. Rhe is 
so fond of him, she so dew Ire* hi* best 
welfare, she so longs to shield him that 
without her will she sometflme* defers 
too long his initiation, and keeps him 
too long under her wing. For this rea¬ 
son alone It is a good thing to send 
a boy away from hime that he may 
share school life with hla fellows. Yet 
all depends on the stuff that is in the 
boy. We sometimes see a man who iru 
his early years was very tenderly 
brought up. one on w hom no chill wind 
ever blew, and one who was, so to 
speak, wrapped in the lap of luxury, 
and over whom luxury threw’ her man¬ 
tel, who yet becomes a sturdy fight¬ 
er In manhood. There was good stuff to 
begin with. Ail along the way our boy* 
will find plenty to fight, not with ac¬ 
tual blows of the fist, but with sledge¬ 
hammer force notwithstanding. “Tho 
kingdom of heaven sufferoth violence 
and the violent take it by storm.” 

This is an age of graft, of gudie and 
of greed. It wdll take immense courage 
for some men to steer a straight, dear 
path amid the pitfalls of the way, and 
it will be as much as they can do to 
/stand up in stalw art combat against In¬ 
sidious temptation. Othero will have 
to strive against municipal corruption 
and to do their duty to tho community 
at the cost of abuse and of slander. 

A smooth, easy Iflfe is before no no of 
us; not one of us need hope for it. 
Women are to some extent shielded, 
and girl* do not need the precise and 
Identical training for life that boys do. 
But & boy especially must be ready to 
give blows and take them, and to do 
his manful duty wherever and when¬ 
ever the challenge is given. 

One of the greatest trial* and hard¬ 
ship* known to mother* arise* from tho 
fighting of rival grange In c*ty streets 
and in small town*, Th* boy* them¬ 
selves greatly enjoy the battle* and 
forays which they make in company, 
and on the mimic field there are some¬ 
times furious encounters. When th* 
fight Is waged with snowball* there is 
no gTeat harm done, but if. as some- 1 
times, stones and other missies are pro-, 
mlscuously liar led between the factions. 
It is a case for Interference on the part 
of parent*, teachers and the police* 
Fighting cannot be safely cnarled on by 
the small boy with a weapon so deadly 
us a stone. The rival gangs will bo 
good friends a fow years hence, when 
they shall have forgotten their antipa¬ 
thies and animosities and waged peace¬ 
ful contests at the ballot.

Is the writing of comic opera lyrics a 
lost art? 

Persona who do not concede this to be 
no must at least confess that at present 
ft seems to be a generally mislaid art. 
Bright, tripping verse of the sort thft 
used to come from the pen of W. S. Gil¬ 
bert In England and of J. Chcaver Good¬ 
win to America Is so rare in both coun¬ 
tries nowadays as to rank properly with 
Etruscan pottery'. Out of all the musical 
comedies produced during the past five 
or six years, particularly those which 
originated In this country, It would be a , 
difficult matter to pick twenty songs In 
•which the sense Is not involved, the 
humor anything but verbal buffoonry, and 
the ryhmea true. Robert Browning, who 
did not hesitate to mate words that were 
far from uniform In sound, would have 
recoiled at hearing ’’kitchen” placed op¬ 
posite "proposition,” and at similar 
•rhymes used In lyrics which pretend to 
more Ingenious couplets than “blue” and 
"true,” "clear” and ’’dear.” 

It la an Interesting fact that the quality 
of comic-opera "poetry” has deteriorated 
as the quantity, or number, of Its authors 
has Increased. When J. Cheever Goodwin 
wrote "Wang.” apiece In which the lyrics 
ore amazingly bright, and which Is being 
played now by !De Wolf Hopper with even 
greater success than ten years ago, there 
•were not live recognized writers of lyrics 
In America. Gilbert, who really Introduced j 
the present form of operatic verse in i 
"Pinafore,” was without rivals In Eng- 1 
land. Now dozens of poetasters spill their 
ink vapidly, and nearly every comedy 
presented Is the collaboration of an entire 
syndicate of rhymers. The higher aver¬ 
age of education In Great Britain Is re¬ 
sponsible for the fact that most of the 
lyrics that are at all worth while com 
from London, where men like Capt. Basil 
Hood, Lionel Monckton. Paul Reubens 
and Adrien Rosa hold forth. None of 
tlvese has- come up to the standard of the 
Jlngler who wrote of "a chipper little 
chappie on a big black block.” but some 
of them have done very good work not¬ 
withstanding. 

In America we have Harry B. Smith t j 
thank for a number of clever lyrics. The* 
are exceptions, however, to the rule of 
puerility In subject and execution. The 
advent of such men a* John Kendrick 
Bangs, who. with Rodcrlc Pen field. has 
written "Lady Teazle” for Lillian Rus¬ 
sell, should lift the standard of music*! ’ 
comedy in this country. Literary mm 
have a habit of correctness and precision 
which make* for the heat—even the bert 
comic-opera lyrics.

In the sinurltnncoua 
return of the»5 convedlenn*** the futi of 
France versus that of America were a’- 
legorlcally arrayed In the persons of th**s » 
two women, and the result should make 
the American eagle shriek In Joyous pride 
The French woman, appearing in "Anvou- 
reuse.” personified subtle, sensuous sin, 
artificial allurement, complacent Immoral¬ 
ity and the rouge pot: the AmcrPciti, re¬ 
turning In a new farce called "Mrs. Black 
Is Back." embodied wholesome fun. hon¬ 
est, comradely genlailty and J>y In de¬ 
cern things.

Gahrielle ReJane la held in the aff c:1om 
of Paris In a way that our system of tour¬ 
ing stars mak*\*» it nlmoM Impossible for 
any Yankee city to feel toward a per¬ 
former. Her art Is Internationally fa¬ 
miliar and universally prized. It wf.s 
made known to us ten years ago in a va¬ 
rious repertory and has eince hold its place 
In the critical native mind as the stand¬ 
ard by which to measure a'l endiavors 
In the more glittering and superficial of 
modem comedy. It I a no disloyalty to our 
country wv>mcn to s-sy tnat none of them 
equals this Parizfenne In exactly that ac¬ 
compli shment.

Not 
one of them escapes the sparkling ReJane, 
whose natural ability and acquired art 
are perfectly attuned to thts tole She *s 
a figure of seductive grace—a flaring hat 
crowns her wild mass of red hair—and, to 
the observant, a comedienne to whom 
every sentence presents a possible point, 
a finished artist, whose every move ha* 
Its purpose. Nothing finer In Parisian 
deviltry has bet*n seen on our stage since 
ReJane was last here to show It,

They don't demand that tvery 
woman In a fiction shall be the essence of 
virtue, and every man the Ufa of honor, i 
The unprejudiced, *an« New ’lorktr* 
keenly enjoyed "Lolette." I am not l 
speaking of the absurd many who become j 
hysterical about anything they can’t un-i 
den-tan.1. who gush over everything 

French an<l w*ho feel it must be "the ; 
thing" when they read of some Mrs. de 
Sheyster van Bhoddle as "amung those 
present.” There is a great deal of snob¬ 
bishness among the foolish, and an ab. 
surd amount of tommy-rot among the In. 
telllgent about nil French a* ting, if 
these same people had b*en asked to lis¬ 
ten to such a play us "Amour-*usi" In 
English they would have probably quitted 
the theater. Tha established pretense 
that a thin g that would be nasty In Eng¬ 
lish can be more delicately rululel In 
French is ridiculous. That Its Indecency 
is thus un<lcrstandable to fewer Amer¬ 
icans 1* about the only gain. Thore people 
who knew what wa* being slid In the 
course of "Amoureuse" were mud*.- aware 
of a woman's deliberate faithlessness to 
her husband; of hts recurrence to a for¬ 
mer mistress and later his second rejec¬ 
tion of her. and. In the end, of n general 
reconciliation and reunion. But what Is 
most reprehensible in iho thing Is Us In¬ 
sistence that a woman should be her hua. 
band's Immorai equaJ to be a proper mar¬ 
ital mate A pretty "probUm," eh? 

So much has been written about the ad¬ 
mirable art of Mme. ReJane that more 
need not be said. She has many other 
plays In her repertory, and some that are 
not revolting.

Chlcago, Nov. 13.—Tariff revision for 
the Philippine Island* was the princi¬ 
pal topic discussed at the Cabinet meet¬ 
ing. *ays n Washington telegram to 
the Record-Herald, and as a result 
President Roosevelt will recommend to 
Congress a change In «the schedule, 
which ia 50 per cent, of the Dingtey 
rates. _ „ . 

Secretary of Wat Taft has recom- 
meuded that tobacco and sugar from 
the Philippine Islands be admitted to 
the United States at 115 per cent, of 
the Dlngley rales, and he desires thart 
nil other Imporla from the archipelago 
come In free. The recommendation 
is made also that ihe Philippine com¬ 
mission in the islands be given author¬ 
ity to establish the tariff rates on goods 
going to the Islands, since under the 
present lew the islanders have suffer¬ 
ed undue hardship. 

While the President does not Intend 
to bring up the question of general tar¬ 
iff revision At the coming se^ion of 
Uongress. any recommendation for such 
*-h mg.* In the Philippine rate will pre¬ 
cipitate a tariff tight at the short ses- 
aion.

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SET IN MOTION. 


Two matters of the utmost import¬ 
ance to American Methodists were net 
in motion last week, when the Metho¬ 
dist Bishops, meeting in New Haven, 
named under the direction of the last 
General Conference two commissions— 
one on the consolidation of Methodist 
Benevolent Societies and the other on 
the unification of the Book Concern. 
The consolidation of the benevolent or¬ 
ganizations has been discussed in 
Methodim circles for years, and at the 
General Conference last spring in Los 
Angeles it was decided to establish out 
of the existing societies three organiza¬ 
tions to be known as the Board of For¬ 
eign Missions, the Board of Home Mis¬ 
sions and Church Extension and the 
Board of Education. A commission of 
fifteen was provided for and given pow¬ 
er to carry out the plan as suon as 
practical, and this Is one of the two 
commissions just named by the bish¬ 
ops. Its members are: Bishops War¬ 
ren. Fowler and Fltz Gerald, the Rev. 
Drs. J. S. Chadwick, J. H. Buckley and 
G. P. Erknmn, of New York; the Rev. 
Dr. F. D. Bovard. of California; the 
Rev. Dr. Samuel Plantz. of Wisconsin; 
Messrs. J. M. DurreJI. of New Hamp¬ 
shire; J. L. Romer, of Buffalo; J. E. 
Ingram, of Baltimore, W. F. Boyd, of 
Cincinnati; £. D. Antrim, of Philadel¬ 
phia; G. D. Cochran, of Los Angelos, 
ind E. L. Dobbins. This commission 
will have to deal with large property 
Interests, and while Its powers are un¬ 
questioned, there may be found by it 
Isuch difficulties, legal and otherwise, as 
L to make It advisable to report them to 
the General Conference four years 
hence before actual consolidation is ac¬ 
complished. The property of the pres¬ 
ent Missionary Society, for instance, 
must be so divided that what is in ac¬ 
tual use for foreign missions and what 
Is now used for home missionary pur¬ 
poses shall be cpnveyed to the new 
Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension, and ail other property and 
assets, including the society’s interest 
In the Methodist building in New York 
and the net proceeds of all annuities 
and legacies not specially designated 
shall be equally divided between the 
two boards. A similar adjustment must 
be made of the property and affairs of 
the other societies' 

• • • 

No Abandonment. 

The commission on the unification of 
the Book Concern has not so great pow¬ 
er as has the other, for it is directed by 
the General Conference to outline and 
determine a plan for consolidating the 
manufacturing departments of the 
Book Concern and for their future ad¬ 
ministration under one management. 
Whatever plan Is determined upon Is to 
be delivered to the Book Committee, 
which body is to proceed to terry It 
into effect. It is to be noted that In . 
the appointment of this commission the 
bishops steered clear of officialdom. Its 1 
members are; Chancellor Day. of Syra- * 
cuse University; the Rev. Drs. C. H. 
Buck, of Yonkers; E. M. Mills, of El- | 
mlra; W. W. Evans, of Lewiston, Pa.; 
De Witt C. Huntington, of Lincoln. 
Neb.; the Rev. Messrs. C. C*. Wade, of 
Fort Wayne, Ind.; G. B. Addieks, of 
Warrenton. Mo.; Prof. R. H. Beggs. o? 
Denver; Mews. George F. Washburn, 
of Boston. Calvin Whitney, of Nor¬ 
walk. O.; .1. E. Annls. of Chattanooga; 
W. H. Crogman, of Atlanta; J. C. 
Stubbs, of Chicago; F. A. Chamber- 
lain, of Minneapolis, and Robert A. 
Booth, of Eugene, Ore. Under the plan 
outlined in general by the General Con¬ 
ference there Is likely to be no aban¬ 
donment of present Methodist sales 
centers, the only change contemplated 
being the placing of the great publish¬ 
ing and printing Interests under one of¬ 
ficial management and In one place.

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|| GREAT PROGRESS. 
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Those who have not closely watched, 
recent developments are astonished 
at the tremendous progress making In 
most republics In South America by the 
various Protestant religious bodies. 
Some years since it was held to be su¬ 
perfluous to Bend missionaries to Ro¬ 
man Catholic countries, when China 
had its so-called heathens by the mil¬ 
lion. but Protestant zeal has gone be¬ 
yond old bounds, and now almost all 
bodies that are strong in England and 
America have missions in South Amer¬ 
ica. Beginning with Presbyterians 111 
the United States of Colombia and go¬ 
ing around the continent to Brazil, the 
line of such missions is strong and 
growing stronger. In Southern Brazil 
there la a very strong Episcopal work 
maintained by the church In the United 
States and administered hy the Amer¬ 
ican Church Missionary Society. There 
has just sailed for this Held the Rt 
Rev. Dr. Lucien Lee Klnsolving, who j 
is the first bishop of the Brazilian 
Episcopal church. He is a young Virgin¬ 
ian. who with another young clergyman 
fifteen years ago went to Brazil and 
•uttered upon work. Gradually the num¬ 
ber of m'selons increased, and at last. 
In order to Insure a leader, one of the 
missionaries was chos' bishop and the 
Episcopal church irt tu# United States 
consecrated him. arranging that when 
two more bk*hops shall have been elect¬ 
ed and consecrated the Brazilian Epis¬ 
copal church shall become independent. 
The load which this young bishop car¬ 
ries on his shoulders is tremendous. 
When he sailed the other day to return 
to his work he took with him the Rev. 
W. M. Thomas, another young Virgin¬ 
ian. who had volunteered for the Bra¬ 
zilian work. The new recruit was mar¬ 
ried Just before he soiled and took his 
bride with him.

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SISTER SUSAN READS PAPER 

TO THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 


ON MISSION SUBJECT. 


Those who are especially interested in 
religious matters always regard presi¬ 
dential campaigns as three to five 
months of lost time. They are patri¬ 
otic enough to believe that it is time 
thsvt must be spent, just as pastors of 
churches believe in giving up three 
weeks to the Christmas season while 
well aware that their general work suf¬ 
fers severely thereby. But the presi¬ 
dential campaign just ended has been 
peculiar. It does not seem, according 
to reports, to have injured religious in¬ 
terests at all. At any rate, at the very 
close of the campaign these interests 
found themselves in a healthier state, 
with projects farther advanced for th 3 
season, than in any campaign in the 
experience of the oldest church worker. 
Asked to account for it, the reply from 
most quarters is that during the earlier 
months of the campaign there was al¬ 
most no interest in politics, and during 
the, last month, when It might have 
Interfered seriously, the result was dis¬ 
counted. So the fact remains that the 
presidential campaign of UHM interfered 
almost none at all with religious pr - 
Jects, the raising r ' # unds. or the at¬ 
tracting of the atti ....on of the public 
to missionary, material and even to 
spiritual matters.

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l A GOOD PLAN. I 


Federation, consolidation, unity and 
nil ether forms of getting closer to¬ 
gether are Just now in the minds of 
religious leaders throughout the whole 
non-Roman world. Nothing else Is so 
much discussed. As never before, tho*e 
who steer things are willing to forego 
mention of differences and to harmon¬ 
ise on some common ground. In Aus¬ 
tralia and Canada these movements me , 
coupling together religious bodies berr- 
tofore thought to have Irreconcilable 
differences. Union after union has he* n 
brought about, and now in both coun¬ 
tries. and especially in Austral .a, Bap¬ 
tists are looking for waya to retain 
their Immersion and close communion 
and yet join with everybody else. In 
the United States there Is hardly a re¬ 
ligious body that hits not already put 
forth union plans w ith some other body 
or that is not considering how it may 
unite with somebody. Even the Epis¬ 
copalians enlarged the powers of their j 
Christian unity committee recently. It \ 
Is predicted that great changes ar*» to | 
come in the near future In form of ot- i 
gunlzatlcn. possibly even In names by 
which various bodies are known. In 
all of these changes, effected and pros¬ 
pective. there can be discovered no sign 
of unorthodoxy. The tendency sr*ems to 
be quite In the other direction. Insofar 
as the so-called higher criticism tend¬ 
ed away from Jesus Christ, it is de¬ 
clared to be dead. Robert Ingersoll 
seems to have no successor. 


The International Committee of the 
Young Men’s Chrletkui Association 
finds an annual dinner an admirable 
plan for bringing Its work before the 
public. Its dinenr for this year is to be 
held next Thursday evening, the 17th 
Instant, when President Ramsey, of the 
Wabash railroad; Secretary of the 
Navy Morton, Gert. Grant, Rear Ad¬ 
miral Coghlan and the United States 
Minister to Panama will be among the 
speakers. The committee’s work has 
grown steadily during the year, fea¬ 
tures of it being its extension In rail¬ 
road and industrial shops, and the 
erection of buildings at army and navy 
posts and yards. Progress was made 
during the year in establishing associa¬ 
tion headquarters In Havana, Panama 
and the City of Mexico. 


JAPANESE NURSES. 


A paper read by Sister Susan at a re¬ 
cent meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary ot 
St. Andrew's church has been widely dis¬ 
cussed and favorably commented on by 
members of that organization. In It Sis¬ 
ter Susan gave an interesting account of 
the great gathering in Boston anil in a 
succiuct and gruphic way described the 
great work of the body. She opened the 
eyes of many of the Louisville women. 

“Truly,” she suld, "it was the most Inr- 
presslv* sight that I ever saw -hundreds, 
yes. thousands, of women flocking to the 
place of rendezvous, all eager to obtain 
admission to the halls and churches. And 
all so full of interest for one thing, the 
spread of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, our 
j Lord and Saviour. And then to watch 
them as they listened so eagerly to the 
talks, or the jupera, of the women from 
all parts of our country, who are the 
leaders. In their several homes, of the 
work being done by their own parochial 
or diocesan branches of the auxiliary; or 
to the women, who have themse.ves been 
at work in some mission field, either at 
home or abroad; or to the bishops ami 
priests, who came dally to tell of their 
ow’d especial work and of Us needs! All 
this was. In Itself, an inspiration, even 
without the rnoken words, and my prayer, 
as 1 watched it was—that this Inspiration 
might be handed on. that the women 
I gathered there, from all parts of our 
land, might faithful.y carry it to those 
less fortunate—and that God th*i Holy 
Ghost would enable them to convey some¬ 
thing of this great influence to those at 
home.” 

She then pre^ed^d to give summaries 
of the addresses mode b fore the assem¬ 
bly. 

‘The Bishop of 'Massachusetts.” *he 
said, ’’reminded the women present that 
| ne Christians we are not only culled upon 
to give liberally of our means, as God 
has blessed us. but that God demands 
personal service from us. We must ask 
ourselves and ask God to show us ’what 
can wxy do.* He reminded them that not 
so vcr£ many year# ago the sole Idea as 
regarded missions was* that the heathen 
must hi* rescued from hel! fire, and many 
reel Christians then, feeling that a mer¬ 
ciful God would not condemn to eternal 
torture ibc* souls of those who hud never 
heard of Him, belUvcd It was Just as 
well to Lave them to be saved by Ignor¬ 
ance. Phillips Brooks, he said, was one of 
the first to teach that the w’ork of the mis¬ 
sionary is to brush away the cobwebs and 
• pen tne- windows of nv’n’a souls that the 
Bun of Righteousness may entir; that th» 


work of the church Is not only to save 
from hell hereafter, but to create a 
heaven upon earth. And. oh. fellow- 
Chrtstlan women, shall not we who bowk 
dally In the bright beams of gospel truth; 
shall not we do all that we can to bring 
or to send that light to others who are In 
darkness? I have said to bring, to take, 
as well as to send, for cannot some, even 
of you now* here, afford to offer your¬ 
selves* for a life work of doing for others 
somewhere In -the world? Ail, I am sure, 
can find some real piece of missionary 
work Just where they are. There is al¬ 
ways light to bring to some benighted 
or sorrowing soul. Look for it. ask tor U 

, and you will find It.” 

1 fl.stor Susan said, later on: “It has 
been said that the Woman’s Auxiliary Is 
the most powerful Influence, for missions, 
at the general conventions. They work 
unobtrusively, but their Influence is felt 
at every turn. Their offerings have built 
churches and rectories, besides maintain¬ 
ing women workers In the field. It seems 
strange that, only sixty years ago. Bishop 

' Wilson In India rejected the idea that 
s-'ngle women might do good work among 
the women of that land—and now the En¬ 
glish Church Missionary Society has S96 
6 lngle women on Its staff, and our own 
church has about 200 employed, nearly 
one-third of whom are supported by the 
auxiliary offering. 

’ On October JO there was In the evening 
a great missionary mass-meeting at Tre- 
mont Temple. Crowds were there, both 
men and women. Church extension in the 
Eastern hemisphere was discussed. Bishop 
McKlm Bpoke of the fact that In Japan 
civilization and intellectual culture have 
outstripped moral culture, and now. he 
said. Is the church’s opportunity to help 
that reallv great nation. Marquis Ito 
and other *of their leaders, who formerly 
denied the necessity for religion as an 
element of national development, now af¬ 
firm that there can be no real and en¬ 
during civilization without Christianity. 

She proceeded: , 

•’The auxiliary had a business meeting 
on the 10th They discussed the unite*! 
offering of and what disposition 

should he mad* of It. There were several 
suggestions, but It Vas decided to give it 
to the Board of Missions to be used for 
the training, support and care of ^«m«n 
workers in domestic and foreign fields, 
including Mexico. Brazil. Haiti and Cuba. 
They hoped to be able to raise annually 
the sum of $109+600.” 

One of the speakers championed tne 
formation of classes for systematic study 
of missionary work. Sister Susan favored 
the plan and advocated the organlzat.on 
of such classes for Louisville. 


The King of England's chaplain, com¬ 
ing over with the archbishop of Can¬ 
terbury, stirred up young Episcopal 
clergy in Philadelphia, New York and 
Boston on the subject of missions, 
with the result -that Junior Clergy Mis¬ 
sionary Associations have been, farmed 
in the first two named cities, and one 
Is in process of formation in the last. 
The chaplain In question, who is also 
the Vicar of Windsor, was for some 
years the head of the Federation of 
Junior Clergy of England. The scheme 
has two basic parts. The first is, to 
get assistants In parishes, and rectors 
in country parishes, to post themselves 
about the mission fields and be able, 
within certain dlstricts,to give address¬ 
es about the same, in order that the 
general missionary organization, with 
headquarters in New York, may not he 
compelled to send out salaried secretar¬ 
ies, and a vast quantity of printed mat¬ 
ter which nobody will read. The other 
part of the plan is to recruit men for 
the various vission fields, both home 
and foreign. In England tremendous 
results have been obtained along these 
lines. The plan Is to federate these 
city associations later o -hen a num¬ 
ber of them have beet . A n Into 
working order. A movem* V » "»wha.t 
like this one is also forming ^ * lay¬

This 
i condition Is true not only of Tcklo. but 
j of all cities In all parts of Japan, es- 
( pecUilly In the south and west where 
the transports and hospital ships bring¬ 
ing back wounded, first come to land. 
Hundreds of wounded soldiers are in 
the TokJo hospitals, but how many are 
in other hoepKala, especially those 
nearer the 'seat of w ar, no one knows. 

These conditions call for the services 
of a large body of trained nurses, but 
so far as Dr. Thompson can Judge the 
supply is equal to the demand. It Is 
interesting to note, however, that the 
trained nurse is a comparatively recent 
feature in Japanese life, for many who 
are still young can remember the time 
when there was not one trained nurse 
In the whole country. The history of 
the movement is told by Mrs. Ozeki 
Chika, a Christian woman and head 
nurse In the Red Cross Society. She 
tells that in 1883, when Mrs. John Bal- 
lagh. an American woman, fell ill at 
Yokohama, she wanted to employ a 
trained nurpe, but was told that there 
was not one in the country. This made 
a profound impression on her and when 
she returned to the United States short¬ 
ly after she began to raise funds to 
establish a school for nurses In Japan. 
Mrs- Ballagh died in Philadelphia and 


her work was taken up by her former 
associate. Mrs. M. T. True, who was at 
one time the head of the Joshl Gakuln, 
e Presbyterian girls’ school in Tokio. 
As a resnilt of her efforts a small train¬ 
ing school for nurses was established 
in 1885. The first does of seven, of 
whom Mrs. Ozeki Chika wbjb one. gained 
their practical experience in the Uni¬ 
versity Hospital and graduated In 1888. 

About the same time the Charity Hos¬ 
pital w ns established and needed nurses, 
but lock of funds prevented their em¬ 
ployment. A Ladles’ Charitable Asso¬ 
ciation wus formed, however, and by its 
aid, with the co-operatkm of the Em* 
press of Japan, a training class for 
nurses was formed. In the meantime 
the Presbyterian Foreign Mission Board 
of this country hod granted the hospital 
the services of Miss M. E. Reed, who 
taught the native women the improved 
methods of nursing at that time prac¬ 
ticed in the United States. This first 
class also graduated in 1888 and a/t once 
its members appeared before the Jap¬ 
anese public in a benevolent and hu¬ 
mane work never before witnessed by 
the Japanese. Their example attracted 
wide attention and thereafter thaJned 
nurses were raised up in all quarters of 
the country. It will thus be noted that 
the large bond of nurses Which is prov¬ 
ing of invaluable aid in this war grew 
out of a w’ork startedt by American 
Presbyterian missionaries. 
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In accordance with membership, the 
Congregationallsts lead many other 
churches in missionary operations. 
Nearly $760,000 was expended during 
the year. The contributions from the 
churches were $55,000 above those of last 
year, but a shrinkage In legacies caused 
a debt of $22,000. For a number of 
years the board has felt justified in en¬ 
larging Its field of labors, except In our 
new Island possessions. The Zulu Mis¬ 
sion in South Africa is self-supporting, 
and other missions are rapidly advanc¬ 
ing to that state. There are now eight¬ 
een colleges under the care of the 
board. Japan is considered a more 
promising field now than ever before 
in its history.

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l SWEEPING REFORMS. I 
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The recent appointment of an Apos¬ 
tolic Delegate to Mexico ha« already 
resulted In the adoption of sweeping 
reforms affecting the Roman Catholic 
Church in that country. Soon after the 
arrival of the Papal envoy a council of 
all the archbishops and bishous of the 
Mexican church was called and impor¬ 
tant measures were adopted for the re¬ 
organization of the church In that 
country somew hat on the lines adopted 
by the last Plenary Council of Balti¬ 
more for the church in the United 
States. Special rules regulating the 
salaries of the clergy, which in Mexico 
are obtained from the interest accruing 
from church property and not from the 
offerings of the congregations, form the 
principal point of the reforms adopt¬ 
ed. A large pilgrimage to Rome has 
Just been organized and Is to leave 
Mexico in a few days. The pilgrims, 
over a thousand In number, will sail 
from New York about the end of this 
m nth in order to be present in Rome 
at the festivities in commemoration 
of the fiftieth anniversary of the defini¬ 
tion of the Immaculate Conception. The 
leaders of the pilgrimage will present 
the Pope with a large sum of money as 
a Peter’s Pence offering.

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000 a year in some fields 4n Asia, and 
la doing so to-day. Yet the total num¬ 
ber of communloants in any one of 
these fields does not yet reach one 
thousand. In Brazil the young Bish¬ 
op Klnsolving has secured In fifteen 
years.' starting with nobody and hav¬ 
ing to master the Portuguese lan¬ 
guage, almost seven hundred communi¬ 
cants in his twenty missions, and that 
on an expenditure of from $15,000 to 
$ 20,000 a year. Southern Brazil is a 
grazing region where the cattle busi¬ 
ness Is supreme. A large proportion 
of the people are Germans, and their 
children become Brazilian** as rapidly 
as children of Germans here become 
Americans. The cattle are shipped to 
England in the form of xarque, which 
Is dried or jerked beef. Recently a 
line of steamers has been established 
between Rio Janeiro and Liverpool for 
the purpose of conveying frozen beef, 
and Immense possibilities are expected 
to develop. Railroads are Just begin¬ 
ning to be developed in Southerh Bra¬ 
zil, but even yet trasportation Is had 
in most crude forms. One of the tasks 
of the Episcopal missions, Bishop Kin¬ 
solving's with the rest, Is teaching the 
people new methods of living, as well 
as better moral and religious ideals.

The Indian mounds werA earthworks 
erected by the North American aborig¬ 
ines. called mound builders. They are es¬ 
pecially numerous In that section of the 
country lying between the Great Lakes 
and the Gulf of Mexico, on the north and 
south, the States lining the western bank 
of the Mississippi river on the west, and 
on the east by a line drawn through the 
middle of New York and Pennsylvania, 
extending southward so as to^lncludo the 
greater part of the two Carolinas and the 
whole of Georgia and Florida. These 
works are of varied character, consisting 
of rr.otind# or tumult, either conical or 
truncated, together with embankments or 
walls of eartn or stone. Inclosing areas 
of great size and often accompanied by 
wide and deep ditches. So far as known, 
some of these works were used as burial 
places or, as the sites of rude dwellings 
und cabins. Others were intended as 
forts, and others may have been con¬ 
nected with religious rites and ceremon¬ 
ies. Mr. Uarr, tne author of “Mounds of 
the Mississippi Valley,” says that nothing 
has ever been taken from the mounds In¬ 
dicating a higher stage of development 
than the red Indian Is known to have 
reached, and that even the mounds them¬ 
selves were quite within the limit of his 
efforts. (See Century Dictionary and En¬ 
cyclopaedia.

Paris. Nov. 12.— 1 The reports of con¬ 
templated mediation In the war In the 
^ Far East have again made it plain that 
1 Fi ance does not consider the time op¬ 
portune to exert Influence singly or 
^Jointly to induce Russia to make or ac- 
|Cept terms. At the same moment that 
lahe rumors were circulating In various 
’capitals that France Intended to act 
’ M. Delcasse, the Foreign Minister, was 
r pointing out to diplomatic callers that 
efforts at mediation would be futile 
The following is the textual language 
{used when one of the Ambassadors 
f;sounded the Minister on France’s in¬ 
tentions. The Ambassador said: 

”It Is profoundly regretable that the 
parties did not heed your advice toward 
averting the present slaughter." 

••Yes,’’ answered M. Delcasse, “but all 
my efforts were In vain." 

The Ambassador then asked: "Can 
nothing be done to terminate the war?" 

M. Delcasse replied with an expres¬ 
sion of deep regret: "No, I am sorry 
to say that It appears nothing can be 
done at this time." 

Although brief, this is accepted as 
showing that Russia’s best friends have 
not entertained any present prospect of 
mediation. 

• • • 

Tornielli Denies a Report. 

Count Tomielll, the Italian Ambassa¬ 
dor, has been making Inquiries among 
his colleagues concerning the prospects 
of terminating the war, but these have 
Jnidlcuted no definite steps In any quar¬ 
ter. Count Tornielli specifically denies 
a printed report that a courier from the 
Italian Cabinet has arrived in Paris 
for the purpose of inducing France to 
take up the work of mediation. 

The Russian Embassy and Japanese 
‘Legation have also given out state¬ 
ments discouraging mediation. The 
former said that the attitude of the 
Russian Government regarding all 
propositions for mediation remains un¬ 
changed. If any proposition is made it 
W'illtbe courteously declined. The Jap¬ 
anese Minister said that any peace 
overtures must come from the other 
side. 

The Temps (semiofficial), discussing 
the American proposition for the reas¬ 
sembling of The Hague Peace Confer¬ 
ence. says It has reason to believe that 
the Russian Government, while' dis¬ 
posed to participate In another meeting, 
will respond that it Is impossible to 
hold a conference during the duration 
of the war. The paper also asserts that 
Count LamsdorfT. the Russian Foreign 
Minister, understood that the Ameri¬ 
can proposition excluded the Idea of a 
meeting pending the war. and It Is sur¬ 
prised to learn that a meeting is con¬ 
templated during the war. 

On the other hand, the Agence Russe, 
claiming semi-official connections, says 
that Russia has accepted the American 
proposition in principle.

Vienna. Nov. 12.—The Neues Wiener ' 
Tageblatt to-day says that notwith¬ 
standing all denials, It learns from a 
reliable source that Emperor Nicholas 
and Emperor William will meet short¬ 
ly. adding that the time and place have 
not yet been decided upon. The pro¬ 
posal is said to have come from the 
Russian Emperor. 

Prospectus of Japan’s Loan. 

London, Nov. 12.—The prospectus of 
the Japanese loan of $ 60 , 000 , 000 . of 
which London takes half, was issued 
to-day. The terms are in accordance 
with the announcement made in these 
dispatches November 8, namely, price 
90V* and Interest 6 per cent. The loan 
is secured by a second charge on the 
Japanese customs. 

Japs Attack a Village. 

St. Petersburg. Nov. 12.—Gen. Sak- 
haroff telegraphs under to-day’s date 
that the Japanese last night attacked 
the village of Wu Chang, about one 
mile and a half south of Chuyanllndza. 
The Japanese assaulted the village on 
three sides, but were repulsed. Four 
Russians were wounded.

CONTINENTAL ALLIANCE 

Against Great Biitain Urged By a 
St. Petersburg Newspaper. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 12.—The Novoe 
Vretnya to-day declares that all Rus- 
Indorses Emperor Nicholas* message 
to Vice Admiral Rojestvensky of faith 
arid hope In him and “My dejr squad¬ 
ron,” and says the good wishes and 
approval of the whole nation accom¬ 
pany the squadron. 

The paper likens the International 
Commission which is to Inquire Into the 
North sea incident to the Berlin Con¬ 
gress before which Great Britain will 
seek again to humiliate Russia. It 
urges Russia to be represented by a 
young and brilliant lawyer who, like 
Portia, will overthrow the modern Shy- 
lock and asks if there is not a Na¬ 
poleon, not of a French nationality, 
who will head another continental alli¬ 
ance against Grea t Britain. 

ARTILLERY FIGHTING 

Continues Near Mukden, the Firing 
At Times Being Heavy. 

Mukden. Nov. 12, afternoon —The sit¬ 
uation is unchanged to-day. Artillery 
fighting continues the firing at times 
growing heavy, particularly In the 
Southwest The Japanese shelled the 
Russian positions intermittently yester¬ 
day. The Russians did not reply. 

This afternoon a severe artillery en¬ 
gagement took place on the Russian 
right. __ 

Japan Has Not Protested. 

London. N<»v. 12.—The Japanese lega¬ 
tion denies that there is any truth In 
the report published by the Birming¬ 
ham Post to the effect that J*pan has 
communicated in strong terms with 
several European Governments on the 
subject of the Russian Second Pacific 
squadron coaling at neutral ports, 
which, It was added.

MYSTERY SURROUNDS THE 
MURDER OF A GEORGIAN. 


Attribute Result of Election To the 
President’s Personality. 

London, Nov. 12.—The weekly news- 
papers issued to-day devote consider¬ 
able space to the presidential election 
In the United States, and all dwell 
lengthily upon the personality of Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt as the prime factor in 
the Republican victory. The most nota¬ 
ble article appears in the Spectator, 
which preludes a splendid tribute to 
the President with the admission: 

"For ourselves, we do not profess 
any special liking for the Republican I 
party," while in the same paragraph it | 
says the result of the election is “a ; 
subject for congratulation throughout ' 
the English-speaking world." The 
Spectator then asks: “What will he do 1 
with It?" and proceeds to credit Mr. ! 
Roosevelt with an Ideal programme for I 
the next four years, the standard of 1 
which will be "reason. Justice, modera- 1 
tlon and common sense." 

Discussing the prospective policy of j 
the American Government in relation 
to foreign affairs, the Spectator says 
President Roosevelt will not be afraid 
to insist that the United States shall 
bold her own among the great Powers 
of the world, but he will not seek for¬ 
eign entanglements. The paper con¬ 
tinues: 

“If the Monroe doctrine is not to be 
consigned to the political wastepaper 
basket, It must rest. In the last re¬ 
source upon naval and military powers, 
and If America has not a fleet strong 
enough to say. ‘Thus far, and no fur¬ 
ther,’ to those who shall challenge the 
doctrine, that doctrine in the future 
w ill not prove worth the paper on which 
the presidential message of 1823 was 
written.” 

Concluding, the Spectator says: 

“We believe his Administration will 
leave Indelible traces upon the larger 
part of the English-speaking race, and 
that for the whole of that race it will 
be a lesson In and a sound example of 
sound, sane government." 

The Speaker and Saturday Review 
take a less enthusiastic view of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt's foreign policy. The 
Speaker says tt is represented by a 
determination to "get there Just tfhe 
same.” which, involving as tt does a 
disregard of treaties and the employ¬ 
ment of armed force upon the slight¬ 
est provocation or pretext, represents 
a grave danger 

The Saturday Review says: 

“We have often expressed the con¬ 
viction that this country has little to 
gain in the end from a translation into 
aotion of President Roosevelt’s views 
of foreign affairs. It has been the 
fashion among us of late to applaud 
Republican victories and encourage the 
idea among Americans that we look 
upon the Democratic party as leas 
friendly to us tham the Republican. 
This we believe is a delusion only one 
degree more mischievous than the no¬ 
tion that an enterprising foreign policy 
upon the part of the newly elected 
President will necessarily inure to our 
benefit."

MESSAGE OF GOOD WILL 


From the Pope To the President Is 
Borne By Mgr. Chapelle. 

New York. Nov. 12.—Mgr. Chapelle. 
Archbishop of New Orleans. Cuba and 
Porto Rico, arrived here to-day on the 
steamer La Lorraine from Havre after 
a stay of several weeks In Rome.

RATIFICATION OF ANGLO- 
FRENCH COLONIAL TREATY. 


of Newfoundland. M. Surcouf, Re¬ 
publican. urged M. Delcasse to reopen 
the negotiations for the purpose of get¬ 
ting for the French citizens the same 
rights for the free purchase of bait as 
enjoyed by the Americans.

The effect of the Anglo-French treaty 
Is to terminate French sovereignty over 
Newfoundland shore, but throughout 
the debate the principal significance of 
the treaty was attached to Its giving 
practical effect to the Anglo-French 
rapproachement.

APPROPRIATIONS FOR 

FOREIGN MISSION WORK. 


Delcasse’s Policy of Rapprochement 
Between France and Great Britain 
Is Also Approved. 


Paris, Nov. 12.—Foreign Minister Del¬ 
casse secured a notable triumph to- 
. night, when the Chamber of Deputies 
by an overwhelming majority ratified 
the Anglo-French colonial treaty, and 
at the same time gave parliamentary 
approval of his policy of rapproche¬ 
ment between France and Great Brit¬ 
ain.

Boston. Nov. 12.—At to-day’s session 
of the General Missionary Comnviitte0 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
much time was devoted to the consid¬ 
eration of the missionary situation lit 
Eastern Asia, including China, Japan 
and Korea. It was shown that tha 
Boxer uprising of 1900. instead of prov¬ 
ing a lasting setback to the advance 
of Christianity, had# really resulted in 
a multiplication of opportunities for 
preaching and teaching, and that every 
province of China is now open to gos¬ 
pel effort. The mission schools. It wai 
pointed out. are unable to admit and) 
care for a considerable fraction of th» 
Chinese young men and women seeking 
admission. 

Appropriations were nvade for ths 
three countries as follows: China, $139.-* 
742: Japan. $56,000; Korea. $25,000. 

This is a total increase over the ap¬ 
propriations for these three countries 
for last year of $23,000.

Three times early 
In the opening haJf Princeton was penal¬ 
is'd for off-ekle and once for holding, a 
dlstsn •© of thirty yards. In the same half 
Vale suffered only once for a penalty, and 
at the time the ball was so far in Prince, 
ton s territory that the five yards availed 
little. 

The gume was devoid of spectacular 
plays.

PASSING Of THE N.cGR0 CHAMPIONS. 


George Dixon the Best Ltked of AH the Prominent Col¬ 
ored Scrappers. 


w 


ITH the forced retirement of 
Jo© Walcott from the ring, 
owing to an injury to hla 
hand as a result of a shooting 
scrap© In Bceton. and the passing of Joe 
Gans a© a real lightweight champion, the 
negro seems to have had his day at the 
top of th© ladder. Little George Dixon, 
who up to four years ago was at the 
head of the featherweight cloa*. Is now 
out of the game, apparently for good, 
so far ns fighting for and regaining hla 
old title goes. He is now in England, 
where be hoa been fairly successful. Al¬ 
though as clever as of yore, he has lost 
hla former power to knock hla rivals out. 
Thera are plenty of negro pugilists in the 
business, and good ones. too. But It ie not 
likely that they will become champions, 
for th© color IIns has ^>een rigorously 
dnuwn. and th© whit© boxers will con¬ 
tinue to do so as long as they ars not 
; compelled to meet them. 

I It took over bwo years before Jimmy 
Britt would consent to face Joe Clans, 
and the Californian only mad© the match 
after he had been swayed by public opin¬ 
ion and was accused of being afraid. Th© 
result of that mill Is now history- Al¬ 
though Britt lost he has gained mor© 
prestige through that fight than If he 
had won an out and out victory. It was 
plain up to th© time of the final blow 
that Britt was th© better roan, and th© 
impression is general that he Is Gans’ 
master. Th© Baltimorean showed In that 
I the strength behind his punches has dis- 
I appeared, and while h© is still scientific 
hla execution lacks the dash and vim of 
two or three year* ago. In fact. Gans 
has been on th© decline for some time, 
and It would not surprise the followers 
j of tn© sport If Gans should announce his 
retirement in the near future. 

Dixon was champion for over ten years. 
Ha first started out as a bantam and de. 
footed every one he met In that class. 
Then he become loo heavy and went Into 
th© featherweight division, where his suc¬ 
res© was greater. Many times Dixon 
went out of hls class to fight men heavier 
than himself and was t^isTly returned the 
victor. He was th© most popular colored 
fighter the ring has ever known, outside 
of Peter Jackson, w’ho had more friends 
among the influential whites than any 
other bruiser. Dixon mlhded hls own af¬ 
fairs and was liked for It. There was 
considerable regret when McGovern whip- 

K d him. A lot of folks would have beftn 
tier satisfied had Dixon retired when 
hls laurels were intact, says a writer In 
the Sun. 

As Gans 1ms confessed that h© cannot 
get to 183 pounds, the lightweight limit, 
and be strong. Britt hns more right thorn 
any miller to he named n« hls successor. 


Britt can do the weight: at least he says 
he can. He reached tho notch when ho 
fought Gone at San Francisco, If th© 
scaTes on which both men were weighed 
were honest Britt Is a robust and healthy 
young man. and If he takes care of him¬ 
self n© ought to be able to retain tho 
honors at lightweight for some time to 
come. It Is not likely that he will ever 
fight a negro again. H© was averse to 
facing the colored man. and only gave 
In because the colored man stood between 
him and the lightweight championship. 

To hold tho title In this class success¬ 
fully Is no sinecure. There ar© more good 
men In this division than at the other 
weights, and they or© all capable of giv¬ 
ing Britt a great battle. Two fighters in 
particular are likely to dispute Britt’s 
claims to th© title. They ar© "Battling ‘ 
Nelson and Young Corbett. While both 
can now get under 131 pounds. In a few 
jear© hence 132 or 133 will be their best 
weight. Britt has a decision over Corbett 
th© first th© Denver man ha* had tacked 
against him sine© he conquered Terry 
McGovern. Corbett and Nelson are to 
meet this month In Snn Francisco, and. 
naturally. If Corbett wins, he will be all 
the more persistent In hls effort* to fight 
Britt. If th© latter Is In as good condi¬ 
tion a* h© was w'hen he met Gans. th© 
Impression prevails that the Californian 
will not hav© much trouble In whipping 
Corbett again. The Denverite Is not Im¬ 
proving. while Britt l*. He has now mor© 
confidence, la stronger and knows how to 
punch. If. on th© other hand. Nelson 
should vanquish Corbett, he will be hot 
after Britt’s scalp. So. tak© It all In all. 
Jimmy ha* a hard row* to hoe. 

There are several good negroes In* tho 
field who would be able to give Britt 
some kind of an argument. They are 
Jack Blackburn, of Philadelphia, and 
8 ammy Langford, of Boston. But It Is a 
question whether they can make the 
weight. 133 pounds. It Is not thought that 
Britt would give them a match If they 
did. There I* another good negro fighter. 
Ho I* Jack Johnson, the heavyweight, of 
San Francisco. Johnson has long been 
after Jim Jeffries, but the boilermaker 
will not agree to a fight, because, he say*, 
he ha* decided to bar color. Consequent¬ 
ly. Johnson ha* no hope of over becoming 
the heavyweight champion, for th© only 
way he can gain this end Is by facing 
Jeffries and besting him. 

Many clubs throughout the country are 
not overpartlal to having negro©* fight 
tinder their auspices. Philadelphia and 
Boston cater to them, but In tho West 
they are under the ban. The clubs even 
object to them fighting among themselves. 
They realise that tho only way they can 
prevent them from making a success of 
th© business Is to bar them altogether. 
When a negro learn* the art of self-de¬ 
fense and becomes an adept, he Is a 
dangerou* opponent for the other race, 
and whit© fighter* real!*© thl*. Many 
critics think that If the ban against their 
service* Is made permanent they/will b© 
forced out of the business entirely. This 
Is to be deplored, for the ring needs such 
able pugilist* ns Dixon. Jackson, Walcott 
and Gan* w'ere.

Likely That Buckley. Kelley, Har¬ 
rison and Peach Will Not Be 
Allowed To Play. 


THE MANUALS HAVE HOPES. 


T hanksgiving day is rapidly 
drawing nearer, and as the time 
gets shorter every High School 
hoy begins to rejoice, as It brings 
one of the mobt important events to him 
in the yearly rounds of school life, the 
Thanksgiving day football game, i 
It is then that toe Crimson warriors gi 
on the gridiron *to battle with the pur¬ 
ple and c£d gold for the local football 
championship. . 

Th* contest this year promises to be 
more Interesting and exciting than ever 
before, as It has been a hard matter so 
far to get « line on either team, and It 
would not be presumptive to say that the 
park at Brook and Breckinridge Thanks¬ 
giving afternoon will contain the la g et 
crowd ever gathered together at a foot¬ 
ball game south of the Ohio river. 

In the preliminary games neither High 
School nor Manual has shown whit they 
wiil do on Thanksgiving day. It .Is true 
Manual has been badly whipped by teams 
that were easily beaten by High School, 
but It cannot be said that High School 
will whip Manual. In most of its games 
*o far High 8chool has been playing men 
and depending on them. too. for her vic¬ 
tories. that will nor play against Manual 
owing to the eligibility rules agreed upon 
by the two schools, while, on the other 
hand. Manual, although she has two or 
three ineligible players has not been play¬ 
ing them, and as a result they would not 
cripple the team for Thanksgiving day. 

Httgh School has had practically the 
«uno line-up in every game she no© 
Played thi* season, while Manual has 
made numerous changes and shifts tor 
«?vsry\ game *he has played. This has 
ca.us.xl the team to be weak at times, but 
ilia line-up against High School will be 
practically the Fame as It la rrow. 

Several changes were made during the 
post week, although it is getting late in 
the seas. m. but the men have been prac¬ 
ticed In various positions, and It will 
cause some of the places to be much 
rf-.»nger than they have been this year. 

The poor showing of Manual no far is 
n-t credited alone to the shifting of 
playin'*, but to the green men that Coach 
O'Sullivan ha* had to work with. MOc.t 
of them had to be taught the first prin¬ 
ciples of football, while at the other 
school Coach Adylotte started td Work 
with a squad on wh.vh were seven ex¬ 
perienced player*. Coach O'Sullivan, 
when questioned yesterday regarding his 
lea m. .“aid: 

"They have not yet done as wen as l 
believe they can do. but they will surely 
surprise those who l ave followed th* m 
most closely if in the Important work 
•w hloh is ahead they fa-1 no rise to a 
point a little better than what may be 
called their beet." 

Coach Adylotte and his squad are lying 
low and not saying much, and there Is 
no doubt that they have something "up 
their sleeves" In case Manual springs a 
•ur-prlse on them. 

This contest on the gridiron will begin 
a year of athletics rhat should be of the 
greatest interest to every person interest¬ 
ed In the two schools, for !t bid® fair to be 
a year of the ^leanest and purest ath¬ 
letics ever known in the history of the 
schools. 

The athletics in the two high schools are 
controlled this year entirely different 
from the control heretofore. Formerly 
there were in the two schools athletic 
associations whioh governed athletics In 
their respective schools by means of com¬ 
mittees, which were composed of the 
president, vice president, secretary and 
treasurer of each association. But this 
was done away with at the closing of the 
school year last year by the School Board. 
Which took athletics Into its own hands 
and formed an Athletic Council, composed 
of members of the School Board and the 
principals of the two aohoola. This coun¬ 
cil has framed rules for fhe government 
of a thirties in the two schools and ordered 
that a governing beard be found *ln each 
school, consisting of six members, three 
from the faculty, of which the principal 
of the school shall be one. and three from 
the student body. 

At the Manual the three members of the 
faculty on this board are Profs. Chapin, 
Thwing and Leake, and those at the High 
School are Profs. Ilalleek. Tinsley and 
Holland. 

Soon after the governing board in each 
school was formed they met and framed 
a contract which is to remain In force 
for a period of three years. In this con¬ 
tract the two schools agreed to play a 
game of football each year in which the 
contestants were to abide by the follow¬ 
ing rules; 

"(a) No person shall be eligible to take 
part as a contestant In any of the above 
scheduled games who is not a bona fide 
student of the school on whose team he 
plays. 

"thi No professional athlete shall take 
part in any of the above scheduled games. 
A professional athlete an understood In 
ihls contract is one who has at any time 
received money to play on any team, or 
for hie athletic services ns coach, trainer, 
athletic or gymnasium Instructor, or who 
ha* competed for a money prize or portion 
of gate money in any contest or who ha* 
competed for any prize against it profes¬ 
sional. 

"(cl No person shall be eligible t«> play 
In any of the above named games who en¬ 
ters school after the first Monday in Oc¬ 
tober of each year. The word enter as 
used in this contract means the matricu¬ 
lation at the respective school and the 
continuous prosecution of his studies from 
the date of registration at the same. 

"(d) No person shall be eligible to play 
in anv of the above named games who 
entered any High School or other school 
whoso standard la wholly or partially of 
secondary rank earlier than three years 
before the echool year In which the game 

<S *’ie> No person shall be eligible to* play 
|n anv of tile above named games who has 
passed his twentieth birthday. 

•*(fi No pupil shall be eligible to play In 
the al>ove named gamra who is not regu¬ 
larly taking a minimum cf fifteen periods 
of school work per w eek, in academic sub¬ 
jects. The word academic doe© not mean 
anv form of manual training. 

"(g) The managers of the two contest¬ 
ing teams shall exchange final certificate* 
from th«* principals of the schools as to 
eligibility of ail the contestants at least 
fifteen days before each game."

that Buckley and Kelley, of the High 
School and Harrison and Peach, of the 
.Manual, are Ineligible to play in the an¬ 
nual game, as they all have been In high 
school more than three years previous to

Jimmy Britt Resembles Terry Mc¬

VIOLATION OF THE RULES. 


A LEXIS JEFFRIES, itinerant 
preacher and proud father of 
James J. Jeffrie®. champion 
heavyweight pugilist of the 
world. va» once asked what he thought 
was the secret of his son’s sircces© as a 
fighter. Jeffries, sertlor, knitted h»s brow, 
looked at his questioner and then sagely 
SB .id: 

"Because he never loses Jus temper. 
Jim was ever a dutiful child. He oould 
control himself under the most trying 
clrctimntajjces. Tmis trait still clings to 
him, and b:s profession has not charged 
It," *avs the New York Bun. 

The recent contest between Jimmy Br.tt 
and Jo** Gan* and the unsatisfactory end¬ 
ing of the nme clearly demonstrates that 
net al fl . pugi.lpts are endowed alike. It Is 
strange how few oan control their tam¬ 
per In the ring, although outride of It 
they may lead thetr friends and tne gen¬ 
eral poibilc to believe that they possess 
the mofrt angelic of dispositions. To talk 
to and know Britt when not engaged In 
a conflict on • would Imagine that he was 
the ml dest of young men and that nc,th¬ 
ing rhnrr of n<n earthquake or -% cyclone’ 
would disturb him He Is polite In speech 
and has a gentlemanly bearing and con¬ 
ducts himself like a theological student. 
He Is the last person !n the* world one 
would take for a person of quick temper. 

• • • 

Wben facing an opponent, -though, thla 
impression is speedily dispelled. He Is a 
very fiery and hot-headed young man. 
whose a0Sy thought, apparently after get¬ 
ting a rival a t hi* mercy is go annihilate 
him quickly. When Britt fouled Gan* In 
their rni.l th# Californian did not appar¬ 
ently realise/the enormity of hi* ofjensP 
unit; after the bk»\v was delivered He 
could not hive checked it had he desired, 
because It is not his nature. H's only 
aim seemfngly Wvi» to beat hi* antagonist 
any old fashion, as long as the opportu¬ 
nity presented Itself. The result of that 
•crap Js now fistic history'- It was not 
Britt's first offense in this way. Ho losy 
to Jack O’Keefe In a *lm:*ar manner, and 
will continue to do so. probably as long 
ns he Is in the business, because It Is his 
nature. 

There are other fighters who a're built 
on the same lines as Britt. Some learn to 
curb their Impetuousity through experi¬ 
ence or by Hstemlng to advice, while oth¬ 
ers fall ever to overcome rhe trait. Hal 
Mysterious Billy Smith been able to con¬ 
trol V.s temper he might huve been the 
greatest fighter or hi* time Sm th had 
all the other qualities that went to make 
the successful bruiser. Hr had grit a-plen¬ 
ty, stamina, strength, cleverness, speed, 
etc., but he lacked the faculty of keeping 
his temper. His fighting blood was roused 
by the slightest move of his opponent. 
Personally Smith never meant to iake un¬ 
fair advantage of bis rivals. But he could 
not help fighting foul. He would Just as 
lleve hit an opponent while the latter was 
down as strik** him while on equal terms. 
Smith lost more scraps through violating 
the rules than by being outpointed and 
/outfought. 

When Terry McGovern started out he 
had not the faintest knowledge of what It 
was to fight fairly. This Is admitted by j 
McGovern and his manager. Thi* un¬ 
manly trait has somewhat worn off, but 
McGovern has not been able completely 
to control hitnsrlf. Whenever McGovern 
fights the referee has to do yoeman work 
to keep Terry away from a fallen foe for 
fear that McGovern will break the rub? 

McGovern, as *oon as he scores a knock¬ 
down. immediately stands over his rival 
like an Infuriated animal ready to spring 
at Its prey should it give sign* of showing 
fight. All rhe generalship that he may 
possess and all the coaching In the world 
against such expected clrcum? lances, 
seem to desert him He has only one aim 
then, an 1 that is to win by hook or 
crook. But McGovern Is as different a 
man as night and day when he is floored. * 
| Intelligence and discrct'on seem to be his. 
He seems to be conscious of his plight, 
unless the punch happen* to be a very 
powerful orre. He will take his time get¬ 
ting up and motion to the referee to keep ’ 
hi* adversary at a pafe distance until he 
arises, if h's man shows a disposition to 
! come too near McGovern lost the only 
! fight of hi* career on a foul to Tim Calla¬ 
han hefore he was knocked out by Young 
I Corbett the first time at Hartford. 
never profited by that experience, how-i 
ever, for all through his career a** a fight. ! 
er he has invited defeat by the same | 
method*. 

It mafttfera not h*ow seasoned or experi¬ 
enced a pugilist may be. there Is no tell¬ 
ing when his temper will get the »>etter of 
him. Take, for ’nstanec. tne battle for 
the heavyweight championship of the 
world between Jim Corbett onJ Boh F tz 
simmons at Carson City. Fitzsimmons ts 
looked upon as the headiest scrapper 
in the business No one. to consider his 
brll'ltawv? record nnd tong campaign us a 
boxer, would dream that Fttz would ever 
do anything that would be regarded as 
unjust in a strict fighting tense. But In 
his fight with Corbett, of ter knocking th« 
then champion down w?th h's famous 
shift and solar plexus punch Fits let go 
a right swing for Corbett's jaw while 
Corbett was resting on or* knee it r«s 
only after the blow was on the way that 
the Corn J stoma n realized that he was do¬ 
ing wrong and he cheeked the smash Just 
In t!m*. The punch ©topped about an 
inrfii or ?o from Corbett’* face. Though 
the punch never landed, the act served to 
raise a discussion many week© afterward 
a* to whether the rule* were not really 
broken. This supposition was all the more 
aggravated when moving pictures of the 
encounter were reproduced at a local the¬ 
ater afterward The films shewed Fit*’* 
right glove seemingly resting on his 
rival s cheek The refer©*.

F RANK RICHTER ta one of the most 
ardent workers in the Interest of 
the minor leagues, and through 
the columns of Sporting Life h«s 
has an opportunity of expressing hi$ opin¬ 
ions. In this week s issue of his 1 x 1 per 
he takes exceptions to the report that is 
being prepared by Secretary' Bruce show¬ 
ing the amount of money that has been 
spent by the two major leagues to the 
minors for players Following is Richter‘4 
article In full: 

“According to the Cincinnati paper* the 
National Comm lesion is averse to the in¬ 
creased draft prices and restrictions pro¬ 
posed by the National Association; and 
Just to show* how very generous the ma¬ 
jors have been to the minors Secretary 
Bruce is preparing a report showing the 
amount of money paid by the major 
leagues to the minor leagues for drafted 
and purchased players. 

“What Useful purpose will such a re¬ 
port serve? Will the amount of money 
handed out alter the fact that compul¬ 
sion was at the bottom of all transac¬ 
tions? Will It obscure the Justice of the 
National Association demands, or palliate 
refusal to lighten the burdens of the draft 
system, founded on the 'migbt-makes- 
rlght’ theory? 

“No claim of financial balm will appeal 
to sense or judgment for the reason that 
no sum of money, however vast, wa« top 
much to pay for the privileges enjoyed or 
the benefits reaped by the major leagues. 
As a simple business proposition the ma¬ 
jor leagues get all the best of the minor 
league service, no matter what the cost, 
because they could not under any circum¬ 
stances afford the time and expense of 
developing their own player*: without 
considering the fact that they have the 
privilege of making their own market and 
price. 

“The major league magnates arc not In 
businesa for their health, and If they could 
dlapeuise with minor league assistance 
they would quickly do so without wa*i* 
of sentiment or piiy. As they need the 
minors in their business It is only simple 
justice that the latter be permitted to 
have some voice a* to the flrvaWlal value 
of the services and aeaet* they render to 
their self-constituted superiors Better 
not publish the r«port.“ 

• • • 

“Having a great reputation a* a ball 
player Is not all fun.“ said a Tan. who Is 
a close friend of the only Wagner, accord¬ 
ing to a Pittsburg exchange. “No one 
knows what a lot of worry a big name en¬ 
tails. T have chummed with Hans Wag¬ 
ner considerably, and have had opportun¬ 
ity to note some things. More is required 
of him than any person would Imagine. 

“For Instance, after the game at Ex¬ 
position Pork. Wagner makes it appoint 
always to go directly home. He rides on 
the street car from the ball park to Pitts¬ 
burg. On the car are probably a dozen 
men who know Honus by sight. They 
think they must ask him the score, al¬ 
though every one of them wna at the 
go me. 

“One man Is seated right behind Wag¬ 
ner. He leans over the seat, and says: 

“ 'What was the score to-day?* 

“Wagner answers him courteously, and 
then the man says: 

“ *1 wasn't certain about It. I was at 
the game, but I was so deeply Interested 
in what you were doing that 1 lost tra^k 
of the tallies. That was a great hit you 
made.* 

“Now Wagner Is not a man who likes 
to be praised and lauded to the skies. 
He know's his ability, but he Is not boast¬ 
ful, nor can any one accuse him of be¬ 
ing proud. He is a plain fellow, who at¬ 
tends strictly to his own business, and 
does not care a rap •about popularity. But 
he must make some reply, and he usual¬ 
ly Juat says 'Ye*.' in a half whisper. 

“Then a couple of seat* In front of 
Wagner Is a man accompanied by his son. 
and he takes great delight In pointing out 1 
the big Dutchman to the little fellow The 
kid thinks It great to see Honus. and he 
yefia out: 

“ 'Gee. is that Wagner?* 

“Honus can't blusn. but be has to go 
through enough to make a man's hair 
white. 

“People stop and stsre at him as he 
gets off file cars, and others remark about 
him as he keeps on his way up the street 
to the railroad station. He usually boards 
the train at the Fourth-avenue station, 
and there he is tortured by the crowd of 
small boys, who would rather have a look 
at the Great Wagner than a square meal— 
although they need the latter badly 
enough. 

“On the train it Is worse yet. Wag¬ 
ner meets a lot of his fellow-townsmen, 
and they all know' him. Thev alt want 
to bear about the game, and Insist on 
his telllhg them Oh, It's awful. 

“It's a big wonder that Hans hasn't 
got a head swelled as big as a barrel, 
but nil tills adulation and praise hasn’t 
changed him a hit from when he was a 
kid playing amateur ball on the back lots. 

• The youngsters In Carnegie swear by 
him. When they have n game of hase- 
; inll on they always try to get him to 
umpire ft. If h dispute arises It must 
| ta Wagner who decides It. They chase 
• about at his heels, and speak to him. no 
matter how often th^y p* 1 ** him on the 
» street. He like* the little fellows, too. and 
often bats out files to them In the even¬ 
ing The kids who are so honored think 
they are nOnored, and they will tell their 
frlonds for days afterward that they were 
out playing ball, and add that ‘Honus did 
the baitin'.* *‘ 

f • • • 

Much has be<n said lately regarding the 
kicking of players at decisions of the um¬ 
pire* and th* evils thereof. It is alleged 
, that constant objections mar the boau:y 
I of the game; that It has a tendency to 
disgust the Hpectstors. and that even In¬ 
cipient kicking is deadly. As for constant 
kicking there is no doubt In our mind* 
that such proceedings are not helpful to 
the game, but for the tittle aide-light ob¬ 
jection® and the samastic word flung at 
Ms “umpa“ in momenta of baste there is 
no denying that It la enjoyed by the spec¬ 
tators. 

Umpire baiting and nagging Is distaste¬ 
ful. but a kick once In a while wll! stir up 
a little excitement and give the fan* an 
opportunity to howl approval cr disap¬ 
proval. There Is not much heart to a con¬ 
test that runs along without a murmur; It 
sectna too cut «rd dried and unless li Is 
an unusually Integrating battle it becomes 
slow and ihrUes*. 

The best example of this contention Is 
when the players are umpiring. l>e*pl:* 
mistake* these substitute* make there 1* 
very little kicking and consequently no 
interest. The moment a regular official 
falls to show up and players go In the 
spectator loses heart right away. The 
players fall to takf the required Interest 
in their work and things run along In a 
mechanical way. An umpire who is the 
real thing never has any real trouble. 

Noiseless ball games are like sham bat¬ 
tles.

BUT THREE WORLD’S RECORDS BROKEN 


Athletic Events At World’s Fair Ead — Ex-Looisvillc 
Boy’s Remarkable Performance. 


S T. LOUIS. Md„ Nov. 12.—During tho 
1 -t ogres* of the Olympic games. 
i»o called, which terminated with 
the I\ni*hts of Columbus track 
and field meeting at the Stadium, October 
12. there were but three world's ttcxOa 
broken, which tends to bring to light th? 
fact that there were no record-breakers 
found ftt the standard events, save In the 
standing broad jump, shot-put and potato 
race. 

True it Is, many Olympic records w«:rc 
lowered, including the slmt-put and broad 
Jump, hut the standard events, the dis¬ 
tances that are rnn and jumped every 
day. the weight events, none »aw new rec¬ 
ords. Each day (hiring the progress of in« 
Olympic games proper there were regu¬ 
lar cvtnts run off, handicaps and scratch 
men competed In every event, and even In 
those events In which the big mark won 
first honors none came near any of the 
world's or American record? 

Ray Fwry. of the New York Athletic 
Club, was the first man to break a world's 
or American record, and the New’ York 
man performed on the first day cf the 
Olympic gamos, when he cleared 11 feet 
478 Inches, breaking the record made by 
himself In the Olympic games at Paris in 
1900. Ewry has no equal In the standing 
broad or standing high Jumps, either In 
America or Europe. In the three stand¬ 
ing Jumps Ewr.v has always been pushed 
to his limit by Dr. Mulligan, of New 
York, and Bernard J. Dougherty, of Bos¬ 
ton. a member of the Boston police force. 
Contrary to belief. Ewry Is not an East¬ 
ern man. but Is a Hoosier «n<l a former 
member of Purdue University. He w.ss 
also at one time a member of r*hlc;ig.i 
Central Y. M. C. A., and for the jMMt 
five years has been Inehea better thun th » 
best men In the world In the s anding 
high Jump, standing broad Jump am three 
trtandlng jumps and holds the world’s 
records in each event. 

The second world’s record be low^rej 
wras that of the sixteen-pound shot, wbtah 
was broken by Ralph Rose, the Chicago 
A. A. giant, who bead Dennis Kurgan's 
record, which at that time w'as 48 feet 2 
Inches. Rose put the shot on the fourth 
day of the games, Thursday. September 1, 
48 feet 7 Inches. This put was considered 
a phenomenal piece of work, and many 
believed that neither Dennis Morgan,

Then the officials present made sworn af- 
1 fldavlts as to the gcnulnen>tas of the per¬

1 so that to-day Morgan still retains the 
world's record for putting the slxtcen- 
potuid shot, which record Ralph Rose held 
,for the space of a few years. 

On October 22 the Knights of fahitnbus 
held u mooting at the Stadium, which 
marked the athletic close or the celebrat¬ 
ed games. At this meeting Chari.s .1 ’>». 
Lucas, hailing from the Cdmbrldgeport 
1 gymnasium, and a senior of th»* medical 
department of St. Louis University, low¬ 
ered the American and world's record for 
the potato race, distance 1831-3 yards. 
There were fifteen contestants in the 
event, which wo* run ofr in heats, and 
1 Lucas lowered the record seven seconds, 

I making a new mark of forty-tw’o seconds. 

I Lucas formerly lived in Louisville and 
. coached the .Manual foot bull team 

In considering the feats .it the Stadium 
Chief Sullivan stated that the feat of 
Lucas was the most remarkable over 
Witnessed in the West. The record had 
for twenty-two years withstood thr at¬ 
tacks of athletes of the efrtiher of Kent, 
the former Metropolitan 220-yard cham- 
1 p'.on, and Crowley, of Boston, and waa 
held by Woodruff, of Now Y'ork. Lucas 
is now* considered the fastest man at this 
distance In the world. lake Ewry, ho 
made a study of the event, and, though 
>lhe possessor of a record of even time for 
the hundred, he has never stopped at 
sprinting, but even went outside of mat 
event and tackled potato racing, even In 
| his first yrar at the event, defeating the 
famous American ehramplon. J, J. Crow¬ 
ley. At present Lucas holds five world’s 
records at this event, and holds the 
world’s records for the twenty and thirtv- 
flvr-yard dashes conjointly with Duffey, 

; YVcfers. Eddie Bloss. Dan Brown and 
I Harry Came. 


DUNG CORBETT'' and “Bat¬ 
tling'' Nelson rare training 
for their light In dan Fran¬ 
cisco. A year ago '‘Corbett** 
would have been a big favorite over any 
other fighter in his class. “Corbett" Is a? 
good now as he wa* when ho met Britt, 
or better. In Mte of Chut fact whatever 
betting there Is on. the figlu is at even 
money. 'Frisco rporting ni<*n say that 
Nelson may possibly even be favorite afc 
the ringside. This Nelson boy has been 
coming strong, but It la curious hbw much 
a single defeat will s:t down an “lnvin- 
vfble" fighter in the public estimation. 

There is a new Instance of that every 
time a cliaanplou is worsted. When. Rob¬ 
ert Fitzsimmons whipped Jim Corbett at 
Carson thousands suddenly discovered 
that Jim was a wreck—not the same Jim 
who beat Sullivan and fought Peter Jack- 
son a draw. . / 

Then Fltz grew In the estimation of the 
fight followers until it * was generally 
thought that he had only to tap any liv¬ 
ing man to put him out. Jeffries finished 
Fltz. and suddenly the public discovered 
that Fitz was old. 

Terry McGovern, in grand form, was 
knocked out by “Young Corbett." The 
trulns that brought loads of Terry's 
friends!back from Hartford buzzed wLb 
comments on the Terror’s fidl. “Terry 
used to be a great fighter,'' they sail, 
“'but he has gone away back.*' 

The victor is seldom given credit for 
winning over a champion. At the same 
^tlrne a great fighter who has once met 
his match, although he may be Just os 
good as ever, is regarded as a “has been."

There Is no yellow streuk in Young 
Corbitt. For thut reason Britt and Cor¬ 
bett will be better muterted than Britt 
and Guns, says Robert Edgflen. 

Jimmy Britt Is a fighter wttHbut fear. 
He never has been whipped. Partly for 
that reason, and partly because he In¬ 
herits good, red fighting blood. Britt has 
no feeling of awe for any man He may 
moot. 

Young Corbett, so far as courage find 
self-confidence are concerned. Is the ex¬ 
act duplicate iff Britt. He has been beat¬ 
en more than once during hia fighting ea¬ 
rner. Kid Broad knocked him out, for 
that mmtt-r. But his egotism never suf¬ 
fered a setback Ho is like the savages 
that once Inhabited old Albion, which is 
now known as England. 

Julius Caesar, the unwhipped General 
of aiutient Rome, com pi a I nod of the Brit¬ 
ons that they never did know when they 
were boalen. «nd so kept on fighting Just 
as aggressively when, according to all 
precedent of warfare, they should have 
Wen either surrendering or skedaddling 
over the h!7.s.

“There is a lot of the Briton In Cohbctt. 
He bvileves to-duy—even after seeing Britt 
batter the once great Joe Gads about until 
he forgot rlngmanahlp and everything 
else <n ihe desire , to escape—that he 
actually was robbed of a decision last 
December. 

“That last fight between Britt and Cor- 
l>eit was one of the greatest ever seen In 
a Queenshorry ring. It lasted twenty 
roar rids, and it developed every trick, every 
fighting artifice, that these true llttlo ring 
generals were masters of. Brlit is it clov¬ 
er fighter. Corbett is a clever fighter—a 
trifle moro of a slugger and a trifle less 
of » box<-r than Brfit- 

“Durhg '‘Very moment of this battle It 
seamed to the spectators that Corbett was 
about to land a knockout. But he did not 
land It. Brta absolutely as tireless as a 
steel spring, and us aggressive as a bull¬ 
dog. was right on top of the little Denver, 
lte during every second of the time. Rntt 
never took a back step- Corbett, tlraig 
sooner was frequently forced to give 
ground before the fury of his attack.

“Toward the end of the battle ‘Corbett’ 
now and then became so arm and leg 
weary that his hands dropped to his sides, 
an dAt the hell he reeled to his corner. 
But every tlmo he came out again full of 
strength and speed. His recuperative 
powers were nmvelous, and had Britt 
been anything but entirely clear grit he 
must have become discouraged—and have 
lost t)m flght 

“I do not believe that *Y*oung Corbett's’ 
former defeat by Britt will take awjry 
any of his courage. He will go Into < fl»e 
fight full of the dogged determination to 
win he showed in the flrst battle with 
Terry McGovern. 

“Britt will have all of the confidence of 
his former victory over ‘Corbett’ and of 
his lecent practical victory over Gans. 

“Thera will be no decision In this com¬ 
ing fight between ’Corbett' and Britt. 
The fight will end before the twentieth

burg Belle. Tradition and Pretty 
Polly. This supremacy -of the fillies in the 
matter of speed and endurance among 
thoroughbreds Is in direct confraUirtion to 
the general opinion that colts «re superior 
a» race horses—an opinion that has eomo 
to be regarded as a fact among turfmeu. 
because colts have proved to be stronger 
and faster in a majority of the races run 
during the last 20 b years. 

In this country the greatest horses are 
Beldame. Hamburg Belle and Tradition. 
In England Pretty Polly is the champion. 
Tradition stands alone among the two- 
year-olds. Pretty Polly Is many pounds 
superior to any colt or Ally In Europe. 
Until a few days ago It was thought that 
Beldame was the queen of the American 
turf, but recently Hamburg Belle has 
sprung Into prominence and Is ready at 
any time to struggle with Beldame for the 
coveted title.

Crttics Think Fundamental Principles of Gridiron Sport 
Are Not Closely Observed. 


F OOTB.VLL players of to-day do not j 
follow the ball us well as was ' 
usual In former years. Thia Is the 
general opinion of critics tyho have 1 
watched the w^>rk of gTidlron teflms In the I 
West during the pan season. The funda- i 
mentals of the sport, which uju.d to be I 
hammered Into the aspirant for football 
elevens, of keeping the eye on the bill | 
and of being as close to It as .possible all 
the time seem to have been neglected hy | 
the coaches of tlx* Middle Wear: the last 
year or so In their deuptrat© endeavor to 
develop formations that would prove ef- j 
feet I vo against their opponents. 

This defect has been more notioeoble 
this season possibly than over. The rea- | 
sou for thl* may be that coaches are , 
working und^r new rules wnich necessi¬ 
tate a considerable change In the offen¬ 
sive work of tit? usm and have found It 
essential to success to spend u large pro 
portion of their time In evolving the h«*t 
play* possible under the new conditions 
and developing their teams tn the p rfac¬ 
tion of them. 

In the East It I* one of the rues of the 
coaching that much time shall be spem 
on the bar© rudiments of the game. This 
Is nvide ©aider. «»f course, by the fact thit 
In the big universities especially so nunv 
assistant coaches are on the field to help. 
In this way speeiai attention cap be glv.u 
each position and the me a i-lowly and 
thoroughly trained In form—the way to 
bend th* 1 knees, how to hold the arms, 
th© position to assume on the toca and 
other equally essential points. This uc- 


counts for the slow development of the 
football elevens of the East. “Form’' la 
the cry or th© coaches and this is demand¬ 
ed of « player before he ta permitted to 
advance very far in either the defensive 
or off* nslve formations of the tenm. 

Coaches face a different preposition in 
the West. On* or two assistant* are 
usually all that can be raked or semped 
up to help the head coach. Michigan la 
a possible exception in this regard, for U 
is fiuid that Yost has had four or fiva 
assistants all tell Thta woud easily ex¬ 
plain th© rapid advance of the Wolverine. 

Siagg and most of the other Westerners 
have to worry along bearing tuarly tha 
whole load thcrnselvee. Consequently not 
more than two or three weeks enn be 
spent In teaching “form," where a month 
or more is given to L In the Bast Offen-

HEN the baby Is w'ashed and 
scrubbed nnd dressed uni 
gromried to go to church for 
the first time for his christ¬ 
ening. no greater pains axe taken over 
him than are token every day to make 
the modern luxurious railroad "flyer" 
look spick ami span. 

Grooming an express trpln is a most 
difficult nnd expensive business. While 
the most extravagant of up-to-date 
dandles would not dream •of having 
more than three or four val-ts, at 
most, the exp*es« will have anywhere 
from a hundred to a hundred and fifty, 
each do!: g his own special part of the 
work.

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HE entire world to-day Is sing¬ 
ing the praises of and congrat¬ 
ulating Prof. Alfred Trombetti, 
of Cueno. Italy, who has over¬ 
come almost Insurmountable obstacles 
and risen from obscurity to fame, hav¬ 
ing Just been conferred, by the Acade¬ 
mia del Lineal, of Rome, with royal 
prize of 10.000 francs, for a work on 
“Comparative Glottology." He is re¬ 
garded the world over as the greatest 
of living philologists, and has become 
among learned men In all parts of the 
globe deservedly famous. 

Until a month ago he was an humble 
teacher of Latin and Greek. To-day he 
Is recognized as the creator and found¬ 
er of an entirely new system of the ut* 
most value In linguistic researches and 
discoveries, and Is honored by an in¬ 
stitution of learning that buasts four 
hundred years' existence. 

Prof. Trombetti has been offered a

HE new veil is fascinating, with a certain 
charm of draping that is distinctly Spanish 
in Us effect; while Its circular shape Is 
mote easily adjusted In graceful lines than 
the usual straight veil. 

"The Melba,” as it Is called, may be had In the 
shops for $4 or but it an be made at home for 
much less.- And If you're fortunate enough to have 
in your possession some lacy net, or an effective 
lace edge, you can make your own veil In this new. 
expensive type for next to nothing. 

Two most conservail\e colors for thess veils are 
black or white, but they're extremely good as jvell 
when they match or contrast in some effective way 
wltb your hat.

Sew the lace on all a round the edge’ of both 
flounces, as lightly and delicately as you can, taking 
care not to either stretch or draw the material. Per¬ 
haps the best way to be sure of getting it per¬ 
fectly flat Is to baste It in plare on r flat eurfare, 
and then hold It carefully white you do the actual 
sewing. 

Set the two pieces (or flounces) together, with 


the right side of the small piece against the wrong 
side of the larger, and sew the two together In a 
seam at the top. Then when the smaller flounce Is 
turned over to hide the seam. Its lace-trimmed side 
comes on the outside. 

After turning the smaller piece, put a row of 
stitching through bcjth ai*out half an Inch Irom the 
top edge to make a casing, and run a narrow- ribbon 
through It. 

A yard and three-quarters of net and six > r ards 
of lace will be needed to mak» a veil with both the 
big and the little flounce; a yard and a quarter of 
the material and four yards of lace If 
circle l* omitted. 

Every bouse- 
stuffing 0 ** 8 the un **vory form of j 
stuffing Mr. Jones means. Sometime, I 
somew-here she has been unfortunate! 
enough to have her turkey spoiled by! 
the introduction of a bread-and-milk 
jHmltlce in Ueu of a toothsome 
pound. 

But did Mr. Jones, in his Aunericaa 
travels, dining with millionaires, never 
eat a truffled turkey? Or In some of 
those Boston homes where he was made 
welcome, did no one ever gladden his 
eye and taste with a Rhode Island bird 
stuffed with chestnuts? If not, Mr. 
Jones should come again, and * visit 
*»om«? more modest household w-here, 
even with oyster stuffing, he will often 
And a turkey deliciously savory. 

The inconi pa rablev American bird, if 
It is to sustain its reputation, must b*- 
selected with great care. If for ioust¬ 
ing, buy a young hen turkey, plump, 
with a whitish skin that is clean and 
soft, the legs black, the breast broad 
and the neck short. The flesh oi an 
old hen Is usually covered with !<* ■;, 
hairs, th e leg s are rough and of a red¬ 
dish purple color. 

Capons, which may once In a whlli 
be obtained, are very choice, us tiny 
are Juicy and extremely lender. Tn« y J 
are also high-priced. Gobblers have a “ 
stronger flavor thun the female bird. S 
and are not so plump. Th spurs are 
long, and the flesh often of a reddish 
color. There are so many devices now¬ 
adays for preserving food an uncon¬ 
scionable time that it Is best to buy 
of a reputable dealer. The appearance 
of the head and feet in dressed poultry 
shows something of Its age and condi¬ 
tion. In good stock, the feet will be 
soft and flexible; the eyes full and 
bright, and the flesh white. In that 
which has been kept too long the feet ■ 
are dry and hard, flesh dark-colored 
and eyes sunken and dulL 
Old turkeys are best boiled or cook¬ 
ed in the kettle until nearly tender, 
then stuffed and browned in the oven. * « 
When the bird Is ready to cook, first 
singe the ©kiri. A small aloohol lump 
Is most convenient for this. Pass th»X- ' 
turkey quickly over It. Do not try ttf •*#- 
handle the lamp. Plpt with a damp 
towel. If not drawn, do this so care- • r 
fully that the Intestines are not broken, * V 
They sometimes give a ta-ste of bit- 
terness to the fow'L The remedy Is to 
wasih out the Inside carefully with 
cooking soda and waiter. 

The most famous filling for & roast K/fk 
turkey, and also the most oostly. Is ‘ J 
truffles. Jn France, their native soil, i. 
they are at their best. American cook# 
must use canned ones, and In spite of 
Its reputation, many -Americana only ; * 
pretend to like truffled turkey. Aa the « 
flavor is positive, truffles are usually * 
mixed with mushrooms, ham or bacon. 
Whatever dressing may bo used In j 
poultry, do not pack It, for then It acts 
as a sponge -to absorb the Juices of the 
fowl, and becomes heavy. 

An approved truffle filling Is made 
from one can of the truffles, size next 
to the smallest, and one can of mush¬ 
rooms. Chop both fine, add to them 
an ounce of chopped parsley and one- 
half teaspoonful of powdered thyme. 

Next place an ounce of chonned onion 
In a saucepan with tw'o ounces or a 
tablespoonful of butter. When a faint 
>ellow, add the mixture. Season with 
a level teaspoonful of white pepper and 
a teaspoonful of salt. Cook over a 
moderate fire four minutes. Stir all the - 
time. Cool, then pack It lightly Into / 
the crop and body of the turkey. Save 
n little of It to put under the skin on 
the breast In the form of a thin layer, 
taking CAre not to break the skin. 

Hang In a cool place tw'o or three days 
at least before cooking. The given 
quantity of dressing Is sufficient for a 
turkey weighing ten or twelve pounds. 

If bacon Is mixed with the truffles, 
use an equal quantity of that which Is 
fat and white. Chop or pound It very 
fine. Season with salt and pepper. 

A turkey filled with a force-meat of 
oysters has also Its delights. Make a 
dressing from one quart of oysters and 
enough stale bread In very fine crumbs 
to fill the bird. Use the Juice from 
the oysters to moisten. Season to taste 
with salt and pepper and a stalk of 
celery chopped very fine. Add the oys¬ 
ters and mix well A tabiespoonful of 
chopped parsley, a bay leaf and a grat¬ 
ed onion may be used Instead of the 
the smaller celery. The quantity of seasoning given 
is for every two cups of bread crumbs 
used. 

Chestnuts make such an appetizing 
arid Inexpensive dressing for poujtry 
that they should be more frequently 
used. For this dressing roast or boll 
two quarts of chestnuts, and w-ash 
them. Shell and mix with tw'o table¬ 
spoonfuls of butter, salt and red pep¬ 
per to taste. Set aside one quart of 
the chestnut pulp to use In the gravy. 
Cooked meat, veal or Iamb minced, Is 
sometimes used with the chestnuts, a 
pint of meat to four dozen chestnuts. 

A third very good mixture consists of 
bread crumbs and chestnuts in equal ' • 
quantities, well seasoned. 

Mashed white potatoes, well season¬ 
ed’ with herbs, salt and pepper an*l 
plenty of butter Is a dressing much 
liked by some families. A dressing 
that creates a hunger for more, whrih- 
er used for turkeys, dinks or 
Is made from four cups of hot mashed 
potatoes, two teaspoonfuls of oni*m * 4 

Juice, eight table-spoonfuls of sweet 
cream, the yolk of four eggs well beat¬ 
en. two tablespoonfulj» of chopped pars¬ 
ley and salt and pepper to taste. Mix 
thoroughly and beat until light before 
using. Half this quantity may be used 
for chicken. 

A favorite plain stuffing consists of 
a quart of grated bread crumbs and a . . 

cupful of milk or cold water. After 
standing an hour or more. It is seae^u- 
ed with two beaten eggs, three ounces 
of butter, a teaspoonful of chopp'd 
parsley, a tabiespoonful of qnicui Juice, 
and half a tablespoonful each of pow¬ 
dered thyme, summer savory ^nd pep-' 
per. Sometimes the herbs are omitted 
and only nutmeg, salt and pepper and • 
onion Juice used. 

Tart oranges, sliced and served with ■ 
a little all and a dash of cayenne foim 
one of the best relishes to serve with 
roast turkey. 

Giblet stuffing, flavored with sherry, *u 
Is liked by those who use w ine in their- ; 
cooking. The giblets are simmered in \ 
stock or »n water until tender. Chop ^ 
them fine and heat with two cupruls 
of bread crumbs, three tablespouns of 
butter, salt, pepper and sweet marjo¬ 
ram to taste. A small glass of sherry f 
Is added Just before the dressing L*
